OPPORTUNITY. 


We have received a number of let- 
ters from crushers and others inter- 
ested in cottonseed products, in refer- 
ence to our recent editorial suggestions 
as to the means by which the useful- 
ness of the Inter-State Association 
could be increased. While there is a 
general concurrence in the spirit of the 
article, we regret to find that our sug- 
gestions were not made with sufficient 
clearness to make them thoroughly un- 
derstood by every reader. For in- 
Stance, one correspondent assumes 
that our suggestion was to debar the 
refiner from participation in the entire 
proceedings, and this, he thinks, would 
be a mistake. In the latter view we 
agree with him fully, but we had never 
contemplated such a result from the 
proposed changes in the methods of 
conducting the meetings. For the most 
part the refiners are either directly or 
indirectly connected with mills, and it 
would be difficult to make any rule 
providing for the admission of all 
crushers which would not practically 
afford nearly every refiner a represen- 
tation. Aside from this, however, we 
believe, and meant so to be understood, 
that the business of refining is too 
closely allied to that of crushing to 
admit of any separation of the inter- 
ests. Unless there be a complete mu- 
tual recognition of the fact that the 
interests of the crusher and refiner 
are practically identical, the fact will 
be forced upon both factors by the dis- 
astrous results which cannot fail to 
overtake a “house divided against it- 
self.” ° 

We print in another column the letter 
of this correspondent, which empha- 
sizes a number of good points not fully 
brought out in our editorial. 

Another correspondent, who is a 
prominent factor in the industry, takes 
a view of the situation which we regret 
to say reflects that absence of a 
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frankly co-operative spirit which has 
thus far prevented the association from 
accomplishing the gond a more liberal 
attitude would make possible. Refer- 
ring to the editorial, he says:— 

I cannot say that I altogether agree 
with you about the present necessity of 
making any rew rules. There are very 
few questions that Oil Mills, as a whole, 
care to discuss in open meetings. The 
fact of the matter is that there are so 
many different kinds of men making up 
the Oil Mill fraternity, and their interests 
are so diversified, that a common basis 
for discussing most questions is conspicu- 
ous by its absence, 

I think that the greatest good of the 
Association comes from the acquaintance 
and friendship that is formed at our 
meetings. I think a great deal of benefit 
will come from this, and that, in time, we 
will get on a more intimate basis on all 
questions. 

It is unfortunately true that “a com- 
mon basis for discussing most ques- 
tions is conspicuous by its absence,” 
but we cannot agree with what seems 
to be our correspondent’s view, that 
there is any intrinsic necessity for this 
absence. The interests of all mill own- 
ers are, to all intents and purposes, 
identical, and to assume the absence 
of such identity, is to open the door 
to individual operations on the part of 
mills here and there, which are cer- 
tain to affect detrimentally the inter- 
ests of the entire industry. If the 
larger concerns would recognize a coms 
mon interest with every mill owner and 
refiner in the business and would make 
an effort to secure harmonious co- 
operation from them, much of the ex- 
isting friction could be avoided. But 
so long as there continues the baseless 
unwillingness of the mills “as a whole,” 
to discuss in any meeting which com- 
prises only mill owners, all questions 
affecting the interests of mill owners 
wherever they may be located, just so 
long will the capacity of the asso- 
ciation for good work be restricted to 
the effect of the acquaintances and 
friendships which it creates. Confi- 
dences must be begotten by confiden- 
ces, and no factor in the business— 
whether he be large or small—can af- 
ford to withhold from his associates 
that frank discussion of the situation 
which must lead up to concert of ac- 
tion between all elements in the busi- 
ness, either upon strictly local ques- 
tions or upon those broader issues 
which equally affect all sections of the 
country.

CONCERNING OPIUM. 


Opium has attracted rather more 
than its usual amount of attention for 
some time past, owing to the unani- 
mous reports of a long continued 
drought in Turkey, which has pre- 
vented the fall sowings. Advices to us 
dated the latter part of October re- 
ported light rains, but later advices 
leave it to be inferred that the rains 
were of no material benefit. A _ re- 
port to us, dated November 10 and 
printed in full in our market report, is 
to the following effect: ‘‘The land is 
parched throughout its length and 
breadth, and no rain can henceforward 
repair the evil wrought by eight 
months of continual drought.’ An- 
other report of the same date says, in 
effect: ‘“‘The weather continues dry 
with the exception of some falls of 
rain in two or three districts of small 
importance.’”’ Other reports to us sim- 
ply state: “Drought continues.’’ Since 
the season for the fall sowings opened 
the Turkish market has ruled strong 
and substantial advances in quotations 
have occurred. All holders have nat- 
urally been “bulls’ and many are re- 
ported to have entirely withdrawn 
their offers. Notwithstanding that re- 
port, there have been large sales re- 
ported, particularly for American ac+ 
count. In September 8s. 9d. c. i. f. 
New York, was quoted from Smyrna 
for ordinary druggists’ qualities. On 
November 23 the cabled quotation was 
9s. 4d., c. i. f., New York, for similar 
quality. Saturday’s cabled quotations 
are reported elsewhere. The advance 
in Turkey and the strong advices re- 
ceived from there have strengthened 
the New York market considerably. 
The total advance since the present 
upward movement began has been 
from $3.15 to $3.45 for single case lots. 
This is an advance of thirty cents a 
pound, as compared with seven pence 
or fourteen cents a pound in Smyrna, 
The difference is largely accounted for 
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by the fact that for a long time quo- 
tations in this market were below a 
parity with Smyrna quotations, but are 
now on a more equal basis. 

According to recent advices from 
Turkey, the receipts of opium at 
Smyrna, Constantinople, etc., from the 
interior have been much larger this 
year than they were at the same time 
last year; receipts at Smyrna up to 
November 14 had been 3,390 cases, as 
compared with 2,150 cases last year. In 
Constantinople the receipts up to No- 
vember 1, amounted to 2,547 cases, as 
compared with 1,310 cases at the same 
date in 1899. On November 1, 1900, the 
stock of opium in Smyrna was 2,714 
cases, against 2,208 cases at the same 
date last year; in Constantinople the 
stock was 971 cases, against 553 cases 
on the same dates respectively. The 
above statistics tend to prove that 
this year’s crop was nearer the higher 
than the lower estimates made last 
June. 

While this market now has a very 
firm tone, with an upward tendency to 
prices, and while similar advices are 
received from Turkey, the future course 
of the opium market is always uncer- 
tain. If the reports of the long 
continued drought which have been 
received are true it is very probable 
that the 1901 crop will be small, as it 
has been the past experience, with pos- 
sibly one notable exception, that the 
winter and spring sowings never make 
up for a failure of the fall sowings. In 
regard to future prices, therefore, 
much will depend on the present stocks 
which are still held in the interior of 
Turkey, and inasmuch as the extent 
of those stocks can only be guessed at, 
future developments are necessarily 
uncertain.

COCOANUT OIL SCARCE AND 
HIGHER. 


The soap trade has been quite active 
this fall. The consumption of cocoa- 
nut oil has been steady, offerings have 
been light, and short interests have 
been called upon to cover. The market 
from these very natural causes has 
reached a most interesting stage. It 
is so bare on spot as to cause con- 
siderable anxiety on the part of con- 
Sumers and to those importers unfortu- 
nate enough to be on the short side. A 
fair estimate of available Ceylon oil 
at the time of writing places the stock 
at but fifteen tons, There is consid- 
erably more cochin, probably one hun- 
dred and twenty-five tons, but this is 
barely sufficient to keep a fair parity of 
price between the two grades. 

During October deliveries were heavy, 
as compared to receipts, and a notable 
shortage of Cochin followed. About the 
middle of this month the price jumped 
from six and one-eighth cents bid to 
six and three-eighths bid, six and one- 
half cents asked, with but little offer- 
ing even at the sellers’ price. Ceylon 
becasne firmer in sympathy, but for a 
time there was no marked change in 
the current quotations, which up to the 
close of the month ruled at five and 
five-eighths to five and three-quarters. 
By this time the Cochin market had 
grown even stronger, and advanced to 
six and one-half cents bid. No- 
vember opened with Ceylon three-quar- 
ters of one cent lower than this figure, 
Soon all the cheap lots of Ceylon were 
cleared up and the market rose at a 
bound to a basis of six and one-eighth 
cents and finally to six and one-quarter 
cents bid, with no sellers below six 
and one-half cents, while cochin is now 
quoted six and one-half to six and 
three-quarters cents. 

To add further strength to the situ- 
ation, the London market also is prac. 
tically bare. The long continued dock 
strikes there have made it impossible 
to get supplies to shore. There is an 
accumulated abundance of oil, but all 
remains in the holds of vessels and 
there is no means of moving it. Prices 
there have ruled correspondingly high 
and holders rely upon sharp demand to 
keep the market steady when the 
steamers are eventually unloaded, It 
might be remarked, however, that 
many of the largest consumers on this 
side have to a great extent broken 
away from London and have drawn 
their supply either direct from the pri- 
mary markets or from Antwerp and

Hamburg. Stocks in consumers’ hands, 
while by no means heavy, are in most 
cases sufficient to tide them over, pos- 
sibly until the arrival of November- 
December shipments, There are several 
less fortunate, however, and as definite 
hope of relief cannot be expected from 
London a scramble for high priced oil 
a few weeks hence seems not unlikely. 

The nearest oil now afloat is on the 
Alderney, due about Dec. 15, with one 
hundred and fifty tons, all of which 
but fifteen tons is already sold and 
will go directly into the hands of con- 
Sumers. Holders in the primary mar- 
kets, even at present high prices, are 
not anxious sellers and any bids shad- 
ing five and five-eighths cents for Cey- 
lon oil, December shipment, are 
promptly declined. Offers, however, 
are freer for later dates, but these can- 
not reach this market in time to re- 
lieve the present stringency.

THE STRONG POSITION OF CANADA 
FIR BALSAM, 


The market for Canada fir balsam 
has been tending upward for some time 
past. In our market report of a week 
ago we noted an advance in spot prices, 
and this week we note a further ad- 
vance. At the close*the tendency is 
toward still higher prices, and the opin- 
ion has been expressed that three dol- 
lars a gallon will be the ruling quota- 
tion in the near future. 

The inside quotation for barrel lots 
on January 1 last was $2.25 a gallon. 
During the first half of the year the 
market ruled steady and uneventful, 
but about July 1 demand was small, 
and holders reduced their views to $2.10 
a gallon for barrel lots. This price 
ruled but a few weeks, when it became 
generally known that supplies were 
small, both in this market and in the 
interior, and quotations were advanced 
to $2.25 on August 15. That advance 
was the beginning of the present up- 
ward movement. Supplies have been 
small at all times, particularly in the 
interior, and holders there have been 
decidedly strong in their views, often 
quoting above a parity with spot quo- 
tations. It is said that the bulk of the 
purchases from the interior thus far 
this fall have been made at an average 
price of $2.40 a gallon there. Small 
quantities are still held in Canada, but 
at higher prices. There has been a good 
consuming demand for Canada fir bal- 
sam for the past three months, and it 
bids fair to continue. There has also 
been some business between dealers, 
and it is said that many of them have 
failed to secure sufficient for their re- 
quirements. Taking these three factors 
into consideration—the good demand, 
the comparatively small supplies and 
the high prices paid and demanded in 
the interior—present spot prices seem 
fully warranted, and higher prices in 
the near future seem highly probable.

(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 

Government Supply of Serums. 
Washington, Nov. 30, 1900. 

The forthcoming repurt of the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture will contain some 
highly interesting observations upon 
the Government manufacture and 
gratuitous distribution of antitoxic 
serums, vaccines, etc., embracing @ 
very frank statement as to the work 
the department proposes to do in the 
wholesale development of this peculiar 
phase of philanthropy. 

“The work of preparing — 
treating hog cholera and swine plague 
has been continued. Inspecturs of the 
Bureau have been engaged in treating a 
large number of animals in two counties 
in Iowa, two of the same counties in 
which work was conducted during the 
previous year. The results in general, so 
far as can be determined at the present 
time, will not justify definite conclusions, 
but are sufficiently encouraging to jus- 
tify continued experimentation, including 
some experiments on entirely new lines. 

“The preparation of the large quanti- 
ties of antitoxic serum necessary to Con- 
duct this work in the field has entailed 
a large amount of routine work in the 
laboratory, and also at the experiment 
station, where the animals for supplying 
the serum have been treated. Full re- 
ports are being kept this year, as last. 
of the herds that are treated. Cultures 
are taken from the sick animals, and are 
sent to the laboratory for further tests 
and identification, and care is taken not 
only to demonstrate the exact character 
of the disease so far as possible existing 
in the animals which are treated in the 
field, but also to test the quantity and 
character of the serum _ used for treat- 
ment. Important variations _in cultures, 
cultural products, and_ their bearings 
which have developed in this work are 
being carefully studied. 

“During the past fiscal year, 1,076,060 
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oses of blackleg vaccine have been - 
- red and distributed among the various 
Btates and Territories, as itemized below. 
The demand for this preventive is steadily 
increasing, and the summarized reports 
of 2,000 cattle owners testify to the great 
efficiency of the preparations in reducing 
losses from blackleg to a minimum. It is 
conservatively estimated that the annuai 
loss from this disease when no preventive 
measures are taken amounts to about 
$6,000,000. This estimate ts based upon the 
reported loss of from 10 to 2% per cent. of 
all young stock in the vast districts of 
this country where blackleg prevails. 

“So far as can be judged at the present 
time the loss ufter vaccination during the 
past year has veen less than one-half 
of 1 per cent, 

“Since the beginning of the distribu- 
tion of blackleg vaccine in August, 1897, 
the total number of doses furnished to 
the cattle raisers of this country amounts 
to 1,711,900, and the indications are that 
between 2,000,000 and 2,500,000 doses will be 
required to supply the demand during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1901. 

“The distribution for the year covered 
by the present report included thirty- 
seven States and three Territories. 

“The biochemic division has made and 
distributed 10,722 doses of mallein for test- 
ing horses for glanders. The greatest 
= of this wae capes to — Bn 

epartment, while small amounts 
distributed in twelve different States. It 
has also made and supplied to State 
authorities, 33,400 doses of tuberculin to be 


used for testing cattle for tuberculosis.”

Leghorn correspondence to us dated 
November 15, says:—“It appears that 
Ceylon plumbago has declined a little 
in price but we cannot say the same 
with reference to our qualities. De- 
mand for these latter continues active 
and sales are very easily effected. Per- 
haps the demand for the Italian plum- 
bago has not diminished because of the 
fact that, in spite of the Ceylon quali- 
ties having fallen a little, they are still 
much dearer than ours,” 


The last of the Dundee vessels which 
have been prosecuting the whale fish- 
ing in Davis Strait arrived home early 
last month. A fairly successful season 
has been experienced, the total catch of 
the five ships being 15 whales, which 
are expected to yield 11 tons of whale- 
bone and 220 tons of oil. Last year the 
catch was 26 whales, giving 11 tons of 
bone and 325 tons of oil. The Diana 
again landed the largest take, four tons 
of bone and 80 tons of oil, the produce 
of six whales. 


Wm, J. Matheson & Co., limited, print 
on page 10 a fac-simile of the meda) 
awarded the Matheson white lead and 
flake white at the Paris Exposition. 
Their exhibit was a very simple one, 
and the award was made solely on the 
merits c{ the products. The Matheson 
lead, as well as the flake white, are 
claimed to be equal to the best Eu- 
ropean products of the samfe class, and 
the lead industry here is to be congrat- 
ulated that at least one of its repre- 
sefitatives secured such indorsement of 
its clainis, 

Practicality and usefulness is the 
main consideration of the Faber Pump 
Co., Buffalo, N. Y., manufacturers of 
the Faber rotary pumps, and this 
feature they extend to every depart- 
ment of their business, even to a 
souvenir or desk convenience they send 
to their friends, the latter being in the 
form of a dating stamp, and a very ac- 
ceptable accessory to the desk fittings 
it is. Their pumps are. especially 
adapted for the use of manufacturers 
and dealers in lard, acids, tanners, cot- 
tonseed oil, soap, glue, linseed oil, etc. 


Congressman Shafroth, of Colorado, 
author of the pending bill providing 
for the adoption of the metric system, 
a measure of great importance to the 
drug and chemical trade, has given no- 
tice to his colleagues of the Committee 
on Coinage, Weights and Measures that 
at the first meeting of the committee 
he will ask to have his bill favorably 
reported to the House. Mr. Shafroth is 
confident that the committee will ac- 
cede to his request, as from opinions 
heretofore expressed it appears that 
there is little or no opposition to the 
measure among its members. 


For some time past men have been 
at work putting water pipes for fire 
purposes in the Woodbridge Building, 
100 William street, this city. Yesterday 
(Sunday) morning the pipes and hose 
attachments on each floor were offi- 
cially tested by the New York Fire De- 
partment. The department had an en- 
gine on the spot, which assisted the 
engines in the building. The new ap- 
paratus stood every test required and 
is certainly a vast improvement, not 
only to the Woodbridge Building, but 
to those surrounding it as well, in the 
added protection which it gives. 


Max B. Kasche, of F. Bredt & Co., 
who has quite recently returned from 
an extensive business trip abroad, re- 
ports trade in England and Germany 
greatly restricted as the result of the 
war in China. Importers in that coun- 
try are in no mood to buy in view of 
existing troubles. German color makers 
have felt the falling off of demand se- 
verely, for the Chinese consume large 
quantities of deep staining blue and 
violets. Trade from China has been less 
seriously interfered with, as mer- 
chants there have shown in many in- 
stances a desire to convert their stocks 
into -money. 


Justice Andrews of the Supreme 
Court has appointed George F. Van 
Slyck receiver of the assets of J. F. 
Smith & Co. (corporation) manufactur- 
ers of proprietary medicines at 1925 
Fulton street, Brooklyn, on the appli- 
cation of Miles R. Bracewell, a judg- 
ment creditor for $669. He said that on 
Oct. 2, 1899, the company conveyed all 
its assets to a relative by marriage of 
the president, that the company owes 
the Nassuu Advertising Co., of which 
he is treasurer, over $7,000, and other 
crediters hold claims for about $5,000. 
The ccmpany was formerly in business 
in New York city, and Jesse W. Smith 
is president. The company discon- 
tinued business in April last, and it 
was stated that the assets consist al- 
most solely of trade marks for proprie- 
tary medicines, 


The annual meeting and banquet of 
the Oil Trade Association of New York 
will be held at Delmonico’s on Wednes- 
day, Dec. 12, at 6.30 p. m. Secretary 
J. Lawrence Pool has taken every pre- 
caution to make the meeting an inter- 
esting one and the entertainment a suc- 
cess, and a full attendance is expected. 


It is reported from Chicago that a 
committee has been appointed by the 
American Linseed Co. to consider the 
raising of $5,000,000 new working capi- 
tal. It has been suggested that the 
capital be reduced, the oustanding 
shares called in and exchanged for 
new, on the basis of 40 to 50 for the old 
preferred and 8 to 10 for the common, 
$5,000,000 working capital to be sup- 
plied by underwriters, they to get a 
bonus of common equal to the pre- 
ferred. aif 

Among the changes in firms that will 
take place on the first of the year is 
that the well known chemical firm 
of Wm. R. Peters & Co. will become 
that of Peters, White & Co., the brother 
of Mr. Fred. W. White, Mr. Sumner W. 
White, being admitted as a partner. 
The seniors began business in 1874 un- 
der the style of Peters & Tiemann, 
which in 1882 was changed to Wm. R. 
Peters & Co., Mr, Geo. Parker taking 
the place in the firm of Mr. Tiemann, 
who retired. The firm continued to do 
a large importing and exporting busi- 
ness in chemicals, until a few years 
ago, when Mr. F. W. White associated 
himself with the firm. They became the 
principal dealers in this section of 
packing-house products, in addition to 
their large and growing fertilizing 
chemical trade. 


English nitrate companies are still in 
a bad way, says the Financial News. 
For the fifth year in succession the 
Colorado Nitrate Co. declares no divi- 
dend, the profit and loss account for the 
year ended June 30th showing a debit 
balance of £5,667, which reduces the 
balance brought forward to £8,676, 
which it is proposed to carry to next 
account. The closing of the oficina last 
March, owing to the low selling price of 
nitrate, cost the company £3,363, The 
Liverpool Nitrate Co. again resorts to 
the reserve fund in order to pay its 
dividend, £6,000 being taken out to 
make a distribution at the rate of 15 
per cent.—the same rate as for the pre- 
ceding period. The Amelia Nitrate Co. 
reports a net profit of £16,387, as 
against a debit balance last year of 
£15,256. Interest on debentures ab- 
sorbs £12,980, and the balance reduces 
the debit to £11,859. 


The Chicago packing companies that 
are owned by English concerns are ap- 
parently not yet a financial success. 
The statement given out last week by 
the International Packing Co. shows 
that the company lost $343,604 in its 
year’s operations, which ended Oct. 13. 
The working capital of $1,065,000, on 
Oct. 31, 1899, has been reduced by the 
loss in operating, the purchase of 
$761,000 of debentures and the small in- 
vestment in the Sioux City packing 
plant, to $142,688. There are, however, 
$1,667,000 of debentures in the treasury, 
The Chicago Packing & Provision Co., 
another English concern, which is en- 
deavoring to wind up its business, has 
become involved in a lawsuit, filed by 
the minority holders of common stock, 
who claim that the stock of the Eng- 
lish company which controls the Amer- 
ican company was issued without 
proper consideration. 


After years of experimenting, the 
Smith & Hemenway Co., 296 Broadway, 
New York, have perfected their “red 
devil glass cutters.”

On the Ohio side in the Keener sand 
development near Graysville, Munroe 
county, Bruner & Co. have drilled in 
their No. 2 on the W. J. Crawford, Jr., 
farm and have a show for a 35-barrel 
producer. 


In Doddridge county the Carter Oil 
Co. has drilled in its test well on the

a producer making 200 barrels a day. 


In the Pine Grove district, Wetzel 
county, E. H. Jennings & Bros. have 
drilled in their No. 13 on the L. S. Hoyt 
tract and have a Gordon sand producer 
that placed 100 barrels to its credit the 
first sixteen hours after it reached the 
pay. 

Two miles north of the Milltown field 
in Alleghany county, that distance in 
advance of developments, Straub, Hay- 
maker & McDonald have drilled in a 
well on the William McJunkin farm 
and have a show for a 85-barrel pro- 
ducer. 


The two gushers, Copley and Turner, 
in Lewis county, W. Va., have slumped 
quite a good deal since last reported. 
The gauge of the South Penn No. 1 
Copley heirs for twenty-four hours was 
1,350 barrels and J. M. Goffey & Co., 
and the South Penn Oil Co.’s No. 1 
Turner was 960 barrels. 


In the very shallow sand territory 
near Chester Hill, Morgan county, 
Hochstetter & Foreman have drilled in 
No. 7 on the J. O. Hoon farm and have 
@ small pumper. F. M. Selby & Co.’s 
No. 11, R. H. Jones and Lambert & 
Co.’s No. 1 on Warne farms are each 
good for 10 barrels a day. 


In Beaver county, Snyder & Son have 
drilled in their No. 3 on the Mary Reed 
farm on Crows run and have a good 
show. Nos. 2 and 3 on this farm are 
each making 100 and 400 barrels a day 
respectively. The same company has 
drilled in its No. 2 on the Kammer 
farm and at 10 feet in the sand the well 
made a 50-barrel flow. 


The Kanawha Oil Co. has another 
good producer on the big Mills tract on 
Buffalo rum, Wetzel county. It has 
completed and shot its No. 72 on this 
tract, and the well is flowing at the 
rate of 20 barrels an hour from the 
Gordon sand. No. 57 on the same tract 
has been completed and is not good for 
more than 5 barrels a day. 
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In the Bricker pool, Davis, Johnson & 
Co.’s No. 1 on the Perry Stevens farm 
is in and good for 10 barrels a day. 


In the Wilson run development the 
Carter Oil Co. has completed its test 
well on the Kirkpatrick farm and has 
a show for a 10-barrel producer in the 
Big Injun sand. The location is about 
400 feet southwest of the same com- 
pany’s No, 2 on the Messener farm. 
Near Lowell the T. C. Bay Oil Co. has 
drilled in its No. 10 on the T. C. Bay 
farm and has a show for a 25-barrel 
producer. 


In the Keener sand territory near 
Graysville, Monroe county, Caldwell & 
Boyer have completed a test well on 
the William Taylor farm and have a 
show for a 20-barrel pumper. The Fish- 
ing Oil Co. tests on the S. J. Moose 
farm and on the Church lot are in the 
sand and each showing for 20 barrels a 
day. The Devonian Oil Co.’s No. 19 on 
the W. A. Delaplaine is in and good for 
20 barrels a day. 


Near Amsterdam, Jefferson county, 
and about 12 miles northeast of Scio, 
Ohio, close to the Carroll county line, 
a local company has drilled in a test 
weli that is causing some little excite- 
ment. The well had not been put to 
pumping and by some was estimated 
to be good for 15 or 20 barrels a day. 
The more conservative think it will not 
be good for more than 3 or 5 barrels a 
day. The oil was developed in the 
Berea grit. 


The little spur recently discovered to 
the east of the Elk Fork pool in Tyler 
cuvunty, is furnishing some good pro- 
ducers from the Keener sand forma- 
tion. The Linden Oil Co. about two 
months ago drilled in its test well on 
the A. G. Bridgeman farm and got a 
producer that started at a 600-barrel 
gait, and is still making 240 barrels a 
day. The Oxford Oil Co. now comes to 
the front with a gusher on a part of 
the same farm, located 450 feet north- 
east of the Linden Co.’s well, and has a 
producer that is flowing at the rate of 
20 barrels an hour, or 480 barrels a day. 


An experiment that has proven quite 
satisfactory has been tried by Scio pro- 
ducers. It consists of drilling deeper 
and shooting some of the old producers 
that declined or were small when 
drilled into the sand. Black Bros. 
drilled down two wells on the Fisher 
farm, located on the east side of the 
development, and more than doubled 
the production. To the extreme north- 
west of the pool Black & Burchfield 
drilled down two wells on the Steven- 
son farm and increased the production 
of each to 30 barrels a day. These 
wells were all thought to be nearly 
through the sand when completed dur- 
ing the excitement. In some instances 
wells have since been drilled from 12 to 
20 feet deeper. The result in every in- 
stance has proven beneficial and the 
plan will be tried by others.

The Interstate Cottonseed Crushers’ 
Association, 


Memphis, Nov. 20, 1900. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter: 

I have read the editorial in your is- 
sue of the 19th, and cannot help but 
agree with all of the main features, 
though I think that a crushers’ assocla- 
tion that would bar out the refiners, 
who are equally interested in the finan- 
cial success, as well as the material in- 
terests, of the trade, would be a mis- 
take, as the quickest and surest road 
to the success of the cottonseed indus- 
try is the working in harmony of the 
allied interests, of which the refiner is 
a very vital part. My individual] idea 
is that the cost of production and mar- 
keting to the consumer should be 
brought to a minimum, and the re- 
finer’s part is to pay the highest possi- 
ble price for the crude oil, based on 
quality, and deliver same to the con- 
sumer at the lowest possible price for 
the quality desired. This he can 
know much better than the individual 
mill, whose oil for one party might be 
too good for the uses required, and for 
another not be of good enough quality, 
Even if the crushers knew the re- 
quirements of the trade thoroughly 
they would not be in position to supply 
the same, owing to lack of facilities, 
such as large storage capacity, tank 
cars, suitable barrels, etc. Only 
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through the refiner can this be done to 
advantage at the minimum cost, and 
is so done at the present time, whether 
that consumer be in the United States 
or any part of Europe, Asia or Africa. 
Now, should the crusher be as particu- 
lar and economical in the administra- 
tion of his affairs as the refiner has to 
be in his, he can pay the planter the 
very outside price for his seed and 
meet the consumer’s requirements 
through the medium of the refiner in 
competition with all competitive fats 
and greases, making a _ satisfactory 
showing to his stockholders without 
the aid of speculation, which, I  be- 
lieve, would be the bane of the cotton- 
seed oil industry. 


There are many other points in your 
editorial which are worthy of consid- 
erable thought, but none more so than 
the suggestion of the beneficent influ- 
ence which might be exerted in rela- 
tion to contracts between crushers and 
refiners, and if your suggestions in this 
respect could be carried out to the let- 
ter a careful and experienced mill man- 
ager would find his profits increased, 
from the fact that his product would 
always be in demand at outside prices. 
The refiner would then not have to 
strike an average, as is done under the 
present system, and the mill men who 
do not recognize this are simply stand- 
ing in their own light, for commercial 
confidence is as much a necessity of 
success as probably any one other fac- 
tor that might be mentioned.

Important Bankraptcy Ruling. 


S. Steindler and Max Hahn 
filed a voluntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy, and thereafter applied for their 
discharge. A creditor of the bank- 
rupts filed specifications in opposition 
to such discharge; thereafter the claim 
of this creditor was purchased on be- 
half of the bankrupts and with their 
consent, and the objections in oppo- 
sition to the discharge of the said 
bankrupt were withdrawn. 

Thereupon another creditor moved to 
intervene and to file specifications re- 
suming the proceedings where the same 
had been abandoned by the former 
creditor. As an additional ground for 
refusing the discharge the latter cred- 
itor charged that the claim of the for- 
mer creditor had been purchased on be- 
half of the bankrupts, and with their 
consent and connivance, for the pur- 
pose of inducing the former creditor to 
withdraw his objections to the dis- 
charge. 

Held,—that where a creditor objects to 
the discharge of a bankrupt and files 
specifications, and thereafter the claim 
of the objecting creditor is purchased on 
behalf of the bankrupt with the latter’s 
consent and connivance, his discharge 
will be refused. 

Held,—that property purchased by par- 
ties, who afterwards become bankrupt, ir 
the name of their wives with money with 
drawn from the business carried on by 
them prior to the bankruptcy and in 
which property the bankrupts had a real 
interest, although nominally only agent 
or manager, should be considered part of 
the bankrupt’s estate. 

It seems that the same act, to wit— 
the purchase on behalf of a bankrupt 
of the claim of a creditor—will subject 
the creditor making such sale, to im- 
prisonment, provided the sale be made 
knowing'y and fraudulently and with 
intent to defeat the Bankruptcy act. 


Garden City Supply Company’s 
References. 


In the last issue of the Reporter ap- 
peared an article upon the Garden City 
Supply Company. It gave some promi- 
nence to the fact that on behalf of the 
said company J. W. Gregg as proprie- 
tor and C. Berryhill Gregg as manager 
had been making quite extensive ap- 
peals for credit to New York drug 
houses. The fact that the Greggs had 
among others given as reference the 
name of R. V. Wagner was also stated, 
In this latter connection C. BE. Church- 
ill, manager of R. V. Wagner & Co,, of 
Chicago, writes us in explanation ag 
follows: 

Cc. B. Gregg was formerly a patient of Dr. 
R. V. Wagner, my associate in this business, 
and when he (Gregg) started the Garden City 
Company he proposed buying some of our 
goods, made a statement of his financial con- 
dition and asked Dr. Wagner if he might re- 
fer to us. At this time he had no bank ac- 
count, and I cashed several checks for him,

and his dealings with us were always very 
eatisfactory. I was informed that Gregeg’s fa- 
ther was a Board of Trade man of this city, 
and that his uncle, a Mr. Berryhill, of Daven- 
port, was a very wealthy man. Accordingly, 
when any one asked us about the Garden 
City Supply Company I replied: ‘Do not 
know the Garden City Supply Company. C. B. 
Gregg is the proprietor, and he comes of a 
good family and is well connected. Think it is 
a safe risk for a reasonable line of credit.”’ 
I extended credit to the Garden City Supply 
Company, and had no doubt in my own mind 
that it was a straightforward concern. Later 
on we had a great many inquiries—sometimes 
as many as two or three a day—at which I 
notified Mr. Gregg that he must not refer any 
more people to us, as my acquaintance with 
his firm was not of such a nature as to allow 
us to be used so freely. I judged that he was 
too free in his buying, and accordingly I mod- 
ified the few answers which I did send out 
into saying that I did not know very much 
about them, but have extended a small credit, 
which had been promptly paid. But still in- 
quiries continued to come in to such an ex- 
tent that the very number caused me to in- 
vestigate more closely, from which investiga- 
tion I came to the conclusion that the deal 
Was a strange one, if not actually crooked, 
and thereafter I told all inquirers that I con- 
sidered them a good firm to let alone.

Latest Tariff Decisions. 


Alizarine Lakes. 


A, Keppelmann imported at New 
York certain merchandise which was 
described in the invoice as ‘‘one cask 
alizarine lake, 192,’’ and as “one cask 
alizarine color,” and which were re- 
turned by the appraiser as “lake, 25 per 
cent.” The Board found, as a matter 
of fact, that the merchandise is of a 
class of pigments which have long been 
known in commerce as “lakes,” and 
(as appears from the chemist’s report) 
is composed of alizarine, 42.20 per cent. 
and aluminum oxide (hydrated) 56.80 per 
cent., and is used extensively in paint- 
ing, printing and imparting colors to 
inks, varnishes and other articles. It 
was assessed for duty at 25 per cent. 
under par, 48, Act of August 28, 1894, 
and was claimed to be exempt from 
duty as an alizarine color under par 
368 of said act. A recent decision by 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals for the second circuit in the cases 
of the Farb of Elberfeld Company and 
Pickhardt et al. v. the United States 
(102 Fed, Rep., 603), is to the effect that 
the term alizarine or artificial alizarine 
as used in the tariff acts of 1894 and 
1897 has acquired a definite, fixed mean- 
ing, by which it is limited to such dye- 
stuffs as are derived from anthracin. As 
the merchandise in question is not a 
dye, the Board overruled the protest 
and affirmed the assessment of duty in 
each case. 


Bottles. 

F.. Schroeder imported at New York 
certain merchandise in bottles, which 
were assessed for duty under par. 99 of 
the Act of 1897. The importer claims 
that the bottles are the usual coverings 
for the merchandise they contained, 
and that they should be admitted free 
of duty, under the provisions of sec- 
tion 19 of the Customs Administrative 
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Act of 1890. Inasanuch as the said sec- 
tion relates only to merchandise paying 
an ad valorum rate of duty, and as 
such merchandise contained in the bot- 
tles (chlorate of potash) pays a specific 
rate of duty, it is manifest that the 
contention of the protestant had no 
sound basis. The decision of the Board 
in re Leeming (G. A., 4662) was cited in 
support of the protestant’s contention, 
But the decision in that case was on 
glass tubes, and not bottles, and as the 
importer failed to show that the cover- 
ings now in question are like those then 
passed on, that decision was not rele- 
vant to the present case, The protest 
was accordingly overruled,

Texas Cottonseed Crushers Meet. 


In the general interests of the mem- 
bers of the organization and largely to 
co-operate with the convention to be 
held at Fort Worth on Nov. 30 in be- 
half of the port of Galveston, a called 
meeting of the Texas Cottonseed Crush- 
ers’ Association was held at Dallas, on 
Nov. 20. All sections of the State were 
represented, but the rush of work at 
this time kept away many of the mem- 
bers who have attended heretofore. 
Vice-President W. D. Kyser, of Marlin, 
presided in the absence of the presi- 
dent, Marion Sansom, of Alvarado. 

The proposition to appoint delegates 
to the meeting of Nov. 30 met with no 
opposition, and the following report 
was submitted and adopted: 

Your committee on Fort Worth meet- 
ing in interest of Galveston beg to re- 
port: We indorse the objects of the 
meeting and, representing one of the most 
important industrial interests of our 
State, are heartily in favor of such State 
and Federal aid as can be secured to en- 
courage, foster and support any legiti- 
mate movement to rehabilitate and re- 
instate Galveston, the first commercial 
port of this State and advise the ap- 
pointment of a committee from our as- 
sociation to attend the meeting on Nov. 
30 and Dec. 1. J. J. Culbertson, 

J. E. Weaver, 
J. M. Hardway, 
Committee. 

The following gentlemen were named 
to represent the association on that 
occasion: J. J. Culbertson, Paris; R. K. 
Erwin, Waxahachie; F. H. Bailey, 
Paris; Marion Sansom, Alvarado; A. P. 
McCord, Cameron; Robert Gibson, Dal- 
las; W. G. Davis, Grandview; Thomas 
Spruance, Arlington; Ed Woodall, Itas- 
ca; F. C. Callier, Dallas. 

Mr. Erwin requested that the differ- 
ent members give information as to the 
crop conditions of their sections, say- 
ing that in the neighborhood of Waxa- 
hachie about 90 per cent. of the cotton 
had been gathered and about all of the 
seed marketed. 

Mr. Bailey said: “I should think that 
about three-fourths of everything is 
out in Lamar County. Most of the seed 
are not in very good condition. Prices 
are high and there is a good deal of 
competition. Some of the large mills 
undertook to scalp the market and 
forced prices up.” 

W. C. Hargrove, of Pittsburg, ex- 
pressed the belief that about 75 per 
cent, of the Camp County crop had 
been gathered. 

Of conditions in Hill County Mr. 
Woodall said: “I believe 75 per cent. 
of the seed in. We were figuring pretty 
big on the top crop, but it didn’t come. 
When the freeze came there were from 
ten to thirty bolls on the stalks and 
they are about all killed.” 

Mr. McCord stated that in the section 
south of Waco he believed that at least 
85 or 90 per cent. of the cotton had been 
gathered and about all of the seed sold, 
the high prices causing the farmers to 
turn them loose, 

R. A. Horlock, of Navasota, gave an 
interesting talk on the failure of the 
crop in that section of the State and the 
cause that led up to it. He said, among 
other things:— 


I can say for our country that we had 
no bottom crop, no middle crop and no 
top crop. Our mill this year hasn't 
bought 400 tons of seed. Down there 
we have the boll weevil, boll worm, 
sharpshooter and caterpillar. The boll 
weevil caused most of the trouble, and it 
is coming this way at the rate of about 
100 miles each season. I had a farm this 
year of 1,500 acres. The Ist of May I was 
down there and the cotton was all the 
way from ankle to waist high and boll 
weevil had just struck it. A little later 


the rains set in and lasted until Septem- 
ber, keeping the bolls so rank and damp 
that they rotted and did not open. Then 
came the storm of September 8. 

I believe that the weevil can be success- 
fully fought with the method recommend- 
ed by Prof. Maily, of the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College. The first that 
was known of it was down on the Rio 
Grande coming from Mexico. Three years 
ago Bee county didn’t make twenty bales 
of cotton. This year they made the larg- 
est crop ever known. They have left it 
and are coming this way. This year they 
are fifty or seventy-five miles above our 
county. By knowing beforehand what to 
©. I think the farmers can get rid of 

em, 


Secretary Robert Gibson was ques- 
tioned by a member as to the status of 
the Grout bill, providing for a tax on 
oleomargarine, which has aroused such 
strong opposition in Texas and else- 
where. He stated that the measure 
will be called up in the House of Rep- 
resentatives on Dec. 6, and that the of- 
ficers of the association have made ar- 
rangements to bring every possible in- 
fluence to bear to prevent its passage. 
Hon. R. E. Cowart is representing the 
opponents of the measure in Washing- 
ton. 

Mr. Bailey proposed a trip to Cali- 
fornia and return by way of the Pan- 
American Exposition at Buffalo, N. Y., 
at the close of the next annual conven- 
tion. He was appointed with Mr. Erwin 
and a member to be selected by the two 
to arrange for the lowest railroad rates 
obtainable for the excursion. 


The proposition made by several 
members that the mill men should buy 
steers and feed the surplus hulls and 
meal which could not be sold at satis- 
factory prices was discussed pro and 
con by a dozen or more of those pres- 
ent, who exchanged opinions and ex- 
periences in dealing with the problem. 
One member stated that when he could 
not obtain $3 per ton for the hulls and 
$18 for the meal he found it profitable 
to buy the cattle and feed them. Mr. 
Davis observed that he considered it 
better to make some concessions to the 
feeders, as it was often about as much 
as one man could do to run an oil mill 
successfully without going into the cat- 
tle business. 

L. W. Barbee, of Wortham, stated 
that he had put in troughs and water 
for a thousand head of cattle, and left 
the impression that he would feed the 
hulls unless satisfactory prices were 
paid, which resulted in a ready sale for 
the output of the mill, He asserted that 
the crushers could hold the hulls until 
the middle of December if necessary 
and be perfectly safe if prices were low 
at the opening of the season. 


At the conclusion of this discussion 
plans for increasing the membership 
were talked over. It was stated that 
out of 140 mills in Texas eighty-five 
are now members, with excellent pros- 
pects for a considerable increase. Of 
fifteen mills in Oklahoma and Indian 
Territories seven belong to the associa- 
tion.

The Grout Oleomargarine Bill. 


Washington, Nov. 30, 1900. 

What promises to prove one of the 
most notable struggles of the session 
will begin in the House next Thursday, 
Dec. 6, when, under a special order 
adopted last session, the so-called 
Grout anti-oleomargarine bill will be 
taken up. The friends and opponents 
of the measure are gathering here in 
force, and all possible exertions will be 
put forth by both sides. 

The policy of delay which the oppo- 
nents of the Grout bill have pursued 
successfully thus far will now avail 
nothing further in the House in view of 
the special order which was adopted 
by a comfortable majority in the clos- 
ing week of last session. The advocate, 
of the bill who are actively canvassing 
members as they arrive in town declare 
that the vote by which the special order 
was adopted fairly represents the pres- 
ent opinion in the House, and that prac- 
tically every member who cast his bal- 
lot in favor of the order will vote for 
the bill. The opponents of the measure 
ridicule these claims, and point to the 
fact, which is notorious here, that sev- 
eral members at least, announced at 
the time the order was passed that 
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they had voted for it for the purpose 
of securing the postponement of the 
bill which at the time was being used 
to obstruct other legislation. 


While the majority by which the or- 
der was adopted will probably be cut 
down when the final vote is taken in 
the House, it is the best opinion here 
that the bill will go through the House 
by a safe majority, and that the Senate 
must be relied upon to defeat it if it 
is to be done. The strongest fight 
against the measure will be made on 
the score of its alleged unconstitution- 
ality in that it employs the taxing 
power for an ulterior purpose such as 
is not contemplated by the Constitu- 
tion. There will be no sectional divi- 
sion in the coming fight, but the cotton 
interests of the South will be solidly 
arrayed against the measure because of 
the importance of the outlet for high 
grade cottonseed oil afforded by the 
oleomargarine industry both in this 
country and in Europe. It is argued 
with much point that if oleomargarine 
is discredited by special legislation in 
this country not only will it encounter 
opposition abroad but all of the ingre- 
dients which enter into it will be dis- 
criminated against in the foreign mar- 


kets. 

The dairy interest is represented by 
the usual lobby here which is working 
harmoniously with a small but active 
faction in the House, the leader of 
which is Congressman Tawney, of Min- 
nesota. Mr. Tawney’s position and the 
arguments he is now using with his 
colleagues are set forth in the follow- 
ing statement, which he recently pre- 


pared:— . 
“Oleomargarine already controls one- 
twelfth of the butter market. At this 
ratio of increase, which is startling, it 
is a simple mathematical problem to 
show how rapidly it will invade the field 
of the legitimate product. The increase 
for the past year has been 26,000,000 
pounds. The production of spurious but- 
ter in 1897 amounted to 46,000,000 — 
To-day it is 104,293,651 unds. Oleomar- 
garine is pretty poor food, but there is 
a great deal of food for thought in these 
figures. There are now twenty-six_spur- 
ious butter factories in the United States, 
as against seventeen a year or 80 ago. 

“The oleomargarine ple made a hard 
fight against me this fall. I have it upon 
good authority that they offered to the 
Democratic Congressional Committee 41,- 
000 for every hundred my majority was 
reduced. I represent one of the largest 
dairying and butter producing districts in 
the country. In one county, Freeborn, 
the farmers last year received for but- 
ter sold outside of the county per 
capita for every inhabitant therein. 
There are 137 creameries in my district 
and the patrons of these creameries alone 
received a net increase of $1,533 in -_ 
tember, 1900, over the price of butter 
1896. 

‘The bill in set in the House for the 6th 
of December. It will be a very lively 
day and the debate will be spirited on 
both sides, as the opposition will make a 
hard fight. I am confident, however, of 
the passage of the bill in the House by a 
safe majority, and I believe that the 
prospects are good for its passage in the 
Senate. The fight will be made on the 
bill in both Houses of Congress. 

“Farmers from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific are in favor of the bill, and the 
consumer who wishes pure butter is with 
them. A petition of 5,000,000 farmers has 
been signed in favor of the Dill. In 
thirty-two states there are prohibitive 
laws against the manufacture of oleomar- 
garine colored as butter. Notwithstand- 
ing these laws, 79,000,000 unds of the 
spurious article were sold in three States 
last year. If the bill passes, oleomargar- 
ine will become subject to the laws in 
these states and a great reform in pure 
food products will result. 

“The bill reduces the present tax of 3 
cents to one-quarter of a cent per pound 
on the natural color of oleomargarine 
and increases it to 10 cents when colored 
in the semblance of butter. The average 
cost of producing a pound of natural but- 
ter is 17 cents, while the average cost of 
a pound of oleomargarine is 7 cents, 1n- 
cluding the 2 cents tax. The imposition 
of the tax of 10 cents would raise the cost 
to about that of pure butter and would 
make oleomargarine an article of fair 
competiticn to the farmer, and the 
ple at large would know what they were 
getting. 

“The bill which the opposition will offer 
as a substitute is a very ingenious and 
plausible one, but it is specious and de- 
ceptive. While pretending to safeguard 
the public against the imposition of the 
manufactured article, its provisions come 
within the original package decision of 
the Supreme Court and would defeat the 
very object the advocates of the original 
bill are trying so steadfastly to ac- 
complish.” 


Should the bill pass the House the 
prospect of its defeat in the Senate 
would be fairly good, owing to the.fact 
that Congress must adjourn on March 
4. While the Senate Committee on 
Agriculture, to which the bill would be 





sent, would probably refuse to give 
hearings, it is doubtful if the measure 
could be reported before the holidays. 
There being no method of closing de- 
bate in the Senate without unanimous 
consent, it would not be very difficult 
for a few Senators who are opposed to 
the measure to occupy the floor dur- 
ing such times as the bill might be 
under consideration. The pressure of 
other measures having the right of way 
over this bill would prevent it from 
being kept before the Senate for more 
than a few hours during the entire 
season.

Some Products of the Philippines. 


Tloilo, P. I., Oct. 5, 1900. 
CARBOLIC ACID. 

Concerning the available supplies of 
carbolic acid, the oils extracted from 
the coke ovens of the Philippines are 
now used in the production of carbolic 
acid. The coke ovens of the islands 
have been in operation since the be- 
ginning of Spanish rule, mostly on the 
Island of Mindanao and in that vi- 
cinity, where coal mines have been 
operated by the Chinese coolies for 
a long. time. But the work of 
the Chinamen has been very irregular. 
Sometimes they would operate the 
mine for several months steadily and 
then shut down for a time. This sort 
of work does not do in coal mines, as 
is known, for the accumulation of for- 
eign matter during a period of idleness 
greatly retards the work when it is 
again commenced. The Chinamen, 
however, have managed to get consid- 
erable good coal from the mines for 
many years, and this coal has been 
used by the power engineers of the 
sugar mills, the metal workers, smiths, 
and, in some cases, by the housewives, 
although as a rule the housewife of the 
Philippines employes only wood fuel. 
During the past few years there has 
been quite a call for coal by the steam- 
ship companies plying between the isl- 
ands. In some cases the demand has 
been chiefly for coke and charcoal, and 
the natives have, therefore, attempted 
to produce the same. In the production 
of the coke Spanish overseers have 
taken a hand, and the coke ovens are 
all erected and operated on Spanish 
ideas. The Spanish have realized large 
profits from some of the coke plants, 
and in several cases the writer ob- 
served that means were taken to se- 
cure supplies of carbolic acid from the 
low temperature, although this acid 
does not appear to be of the crystalliz- 
able form. From this source material 
of a phenoloid character is obtained 
which is unlike the product from tar. 
There are in the islands, however, some 
works in which the natives are obtain- 
ing carbolic acid from tar. The crude 
tar is distilled and the products are 
divided into carbolic acid, creosote oil 
and anthracene oil. This work is done 
under the supervision of Spanish over- 
seers, who have been engaged in the 
work for many years, for the purpose 
of supplying the dye houses of the 
islands and of Spain, Japan and other 
countries. 

MICA. 

During recent years the natives have 
devoted considerable time and expense 
to the getting of mica, which exists in 
large quantities in the hilly sections of 
Panay, Gimeras and Negros. Your cor- 
respondent had occasion to visit sev- 
eral of the mica-producing districts of 
these islands, and was surprised at the 
amount of product secured. In several 
cases the natives had machinery of 
modern description employed, but of 
Spanish design. The Spanish machin- 
ery is not as durable as it should be, 
and American machinery is preferred, 
but at the time of purchasing there 
were only Spanish machinery agents 
here. The Spanish machinery seemed 
to be very freely patched up with 
strings, wires, pieces of metal, etc., and 
was in bad order, unsuitable for ser- 
vice. In spite of this, the product of 
the mica mines is good, and vast quan- 
tities are annually shipped to the sea- 
ports and thence to ports of other coun- 
tries. 

QUICKSILVER. 

Quicksilver is another product of the 
Philippines which is receiving consider- 
able attention, and in course of time 
will probably be a source of consider- 
able revenue. The quicksilver is found 
in the mining districts of Mindanoa 
principally, although the writer has 
seen good specimens taken from other 
islands of the southern portion of the 
archipelago. The trouble in quicksilver 
mining, as in mining for the other 
products of the islands, is the great 
difficulty of getting at the mines. In 
most cases the mines are found in 
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parts of the islands where white men 
seldom go and the passages are mere 
trails, always on the top of highest 
ridges, where the space for walking is 
only about a foot or two wide, so that 
if one has a pack animal it is difficult 
to keep the animal from toppling over 
to the valley below. The reason that 
these trails lead along the top of the 
ridges is that it has always been the 
custom in the Philippines for the na- 
tives to take roundabout ways in or- 
der to follow high elevations, so that 
they may always be at a point of ob- 
servation. From the tops of the ridges 
they can see the approach of an enemy 
for many miles. The warring tribes 
have been fairly well cleared out, how- 
ever, and itis now considered quite safe 
to mine for quicksilver in Mindanoa or 
Negros. Panay is well protected by 
the soldiers, and mining parties can go 
almost anywhere, 


NEW OIL PLANT AT SAN ISIDRO. 


The success of the new petroleum 
oil plant at San Isidro, on Luzon Island, 
has been very encouraging to those in- 
terested in the petroleum oil products 
of the islands. Evidently, the time is 
near when there will be some important 
changes in the systems of illuminating 
for the archipelago. The gas compa- 
nies of America have recently had 
their agents here selling a type of in- 
candescent lamp that burns well with 
oil. This lamp is being purchased lib- 
erally by the native families who oc- 
cupy the best houses of the islands, and 
many stores are putting them in. Some 
of the town authorities are also try- 
ing to buy these lights for purposes of 
street lighting. The writer has been 
in cities and towns in the islands 
where for years they have never had 
any street lighting or any lights burn- 
ing at all at night. When the Ameri- 
cans took control they immediately or- 
dered that a lighted lantern or other 
form of light be kept burning in front 
of every house all night. The demand 
for lights and lighting material took a 
great jump forward immediately, and 
since the advent of these orders in the 
hundreds of cities and towns of the 
islands there has not been illuminating 
oil enough to supply the demand. I 
have been in large towns where for 
nights not a light is burning, simply 
because the supply of illuminating oil 
is exhausted. In some cases the whole 
town is lighted with what candles and 
cocoanut oil lamps can be obtained. 
The petroleum oil works in the above 
mentioned places cannot begin to keep 
up with orders. It is operated on full 
time. 


Another thing which has stimulated 
the demand for illuminating oils re- 
cently has been the orders requiring 
that new lights be put up on the plazas 
and street corners of cities and towns, 
I have seen the officials of cities and 
towns around begging for lights of any 
kind, and offering all sorts of prices for 
both lamps and oils in order to comply 
with the orders. In one place I saw 
them working night and day trying to 
make street lights in imitation of pic- 
tures of lights seen in circulars. They 
can make a good imitation. But the 
natives are being compelled to do some- 
thing with nothing. What is wanted 
here is a vast oil plant and large sup- 
plies of street lamps and ordinary 
lights for house use. The moderate 
supply of oil obtained from the San 
Isidro plant can supply only the re- 
quirements of the towns in the im- 
mediate vicinity, while the hundreds of 
other towns must depend upon the lim- 
ited quantities of oil shipped here from 
other countries at considerable cost, 


ANTIMONY. 


The antimony of Luzon was worked 
by the Igorrotes long before the Span- 
iards took possession of the islands, 
and the production of this mineral has 
been kept up for all of these years. The 
Spaniards have been in the custom of 
softening the rocks by building large 
fires on them. These fires would be 
kept going until the rocks were seen to 
soften and crumble. Then the rocks 
would be permitted to cool off, and then 
by a process of hammering and run- 
ning through crushing rolls of iron, the 
minerals in the rocks would be se- 
cured. The smelting of the islands has 
been done, as a rule, by the use of lit- 
tle clay furnaces, not much larger than 
a bushel basket inverted. Bamboo 
blowers are used for getting the draft. 


MINBERAL SPRINGS. 


Evidently the time will come when 
the mineral springs of the islands will 
be worked to advantage. One of the 
important questions of the present time 
in the islands is the water supply. The 
waters of the wells of the Philippines 
are all polluted and not a soldier of the 
army is permitted to drink these waters 
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unless previously boiled and filtered 
through stone filters. The waters of 
the river are spoiled by the numerous 
caribou that bathe in them, while the 
mountain springs are also tainted by 
the decayed vegetation near the base 
of the hills, leaving only the upper 
waters pure and fit to drink. The 
Americans in the islands use mostly 
bottled waters shipped here from Ja- 
pan or America. Capitalists have been 
at work planning to secure good water 
from the mineral springs of Gimeras 
and other islands for a long time, and 
evidently something definite will be 
done in this direction before many 
months have passed. The waters of the 
springs in some portions of the moun- 
tains have been analyzed and found to 
contain liberal deposits of iron, at the 
same time being suitable for drinking 
purposes and free from infection. The 
disease germs which lurk in nearly all 
of the water supplies of the islands are 
the direct cause of much illness, and 
this state of affairs will continue until 
steps are taken to develop the pure 
waters of the mountain springs and 
ship them to the markets at reasonable 
rates, or by an arrangement of series 
of pipes carry them to the consuming 
point in this way. 


Numerous parties have started in the 
distilled water business in Manila, 
Tloilo and other of the chief cities, only 
to fail, for the reason that after a few 
months’ operation, the workmen usual- 
ly get careless with the water, and 
when rushed, often use the water di- 
rect, without taking the trouble to boil 
or filter it. The result is that the in- 
spector comes along some day, tests the 
water, and finds that it is impure and 
unfit to drink, and the establishment 
is thereby ordered closed. Dozens of 
Chinese and native makers of tonics 
in the various cities had to be arrested 
and fined for making tonics from the 
foul waters of neighboring wells. 


MINERAL DISTRICTS AVAILABLE. 


The old Spanish laws of the islands 
prohibited extensive mining operations 
in any part of the islands. Miners 
would find indications of rich minerals, 
stake a claim and proceed to work it, 
only to be approached later on by 
Spanish officials who would lay claim 
to such extensive fees that the miner 
would have to suspend operations. The 
mineral wealth of the islands is now 
open to prospectors by the action of the 
new mining bureau of Manila, which 
controls the mines of the Philippines 
and which bureau is under the direc- 
tion of a military officer of the United 
States army. All claims are filed there 
and records kept, so that in case a 
miner desires to operate in a certain 
section, his rights are protected from 
invasion or disturbance. He is per- 
mitted to work his claim in peace and 
without the payment of high fees. At 
Sabag, Paraccle, Minibula and in the 
Province of Nueva Ecija, mines of rich 
minerals of all descriptions have been 
located and worked with profit. The 
writer was lately in the Province of 
Nueva Viscaya and saw miners taking 
out valuable ores. On.Penarade Moun- 
tains T saw native women engaged in 
the mines, and they were securing rich 
finds. The roads of the islands have 
been put into serviceable condition re- 
cently, as thousands of prisoners of 
the old rebel army are working out 
their punishment in this way. These 
natives are grading roads, repairing 
and building bridges, and cutting new 
passages through hills and mountains 
heretofore impassable. The result is 
that the mineral resources of the coun- 
try are being rapidly developed, for it 
is now possible to move to the seaports 
the products of the mountains which 
heretofore could hardly be carried a 
dozen miles from the point of discovery.

To Preserve the Pine Forests. 
Savannah, Nov. 29, 1900. 


The naval stores interests of the 
South contemplate joining at once to 
have introduced in the Georgia Legis- 
lature, which is now in session, a bill 
providing against the reckless. destruc- 
tion of the pine forests. This matter 
has been agitated before by the naval 
stores trade, but its extent has now 
become sufficiently serious to arouse 
general uneasiness for the future of the 
industry unless decisive steps are taken 
to protect the younger growth of trees. 
The necessity of such a step is par- 
ticularly impressed upon the more con- 
servative of the trade on account of the 
striking indifference shown for the pro- 
tection of young pines by the average 
operator. 


Mr. J. P. Williams, president of the 
J. P. Williams Naval. Stores Company, 
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is at the head of the movement to have 
a bill pushed through the Legislature, 
and is now actively engaged in sound- 
ing the people for the purpose of get- 
ting their views as to what will prove 
a generally satisfactory and practical 
law. Speaking of the destruction of 
pines, he said:— 


“The South is disposing of one of her 
most valuable assets without receiving 
adequate compensation therefor. The 
depletion of the forest of its growth of 
yellow pine is not being compensated for 
in the conversion of the lands into agri- 
cultural purposes. It is true that in cer- 
tain sections, where the lands are adapt- 
ed to agricultural purposes, much of the 
area has been brought into cultivation. 
If the law-making power of Georgia had 
taken up actively the preservation of the 
forests twenty vears ago, the value of 
real estate within the pine belt would 
have been many millions more than it 
is to-day. The pine timber on these 
lands up to a few years ago, was re- 
garded as the only thing of value, and 
through a period of long depression in 
prices, both of naval stores and lumber, 
it being the result of over-production, the 
naval stores operator and the mill men 
utilized these forests and got no adeauate 
return therefor. In this way tens of mill- 
ions, yes hundreds of millions of dollars, 
have been squandered, which, under eco- 
nomical and wise legiglation, would have 
been saved and to-day represented by 
valuable real estate. 

“It is a mistaken idea that pine forests 
cannot be reproduced provided they are 
protected under laws rigidly enforced. As 
proof of this the ‘no fence’ law, applying 
to certain counties, was passed vy the 
Legislature of South Carolina something 
like fifteen years ago, and to my cer- 
tain knowledge, under the protecting care 
of the law, the pine forest is being re- 
stored, and in twenty years to come, in 
Inany sections, the trees will be valuable 
for turpentine purposes, as they were be- 
fore the law was passed, and after they 
have attained a growth of from forty to 
fifty years, the lumber cut from them will 
be as good quality as that which is now 
being cut from the primeval forest. 

“There are two agencies actively and 
unrestrictedly at work in Georgia, which 
render it impossible for the forests to be 
restored, and is within the province of 
lawmaking power to practically eradicate 
them. The first of these is the annual 
spring burning of woods or forests. This 
is universal in the pine belt, and it is 
done under the mistaken idea that if the 
woods are burnt once a year they will 
afford a better pasturage for cattle. To 
the contrary, if the woods were left un- 
burnt, the vegetation which affords food 
for the cattle would be more rank and of 
a much more nutritive quality. Besides, 
the soil which is exposed to the sun by 
reason of this annual burning is de- 
pleted year by year to such an extent 
that after repeated burnings, its product- 
ive quality is impaired, and as a result, 
when the lands are cleared and put in a 
state of cultivation, they will not produce 
except they are highly fertilized. 

“The other agency, which is as equally 
destructive to the forests is the piney 
woods rooter, the hog peculiar to South 
Georgia. Nature endowed him with in- 
stincts and a physical makeup peculiarly 
fitting him for the work of destroying 
young and tender pines, during the first 
and second years of their growth. The 
yellow pine is propagated from the mast. 
The winds scattter this mast promiscu- 
ously over the ground. The rains and 
winds, after the mast is dropped, cover it, 
and it germinates, its product being. the 
young pine tree. The roots of the young 
tree grow downward and laterally with 
wonderful rapidity, so that at the age of 
even one year many of these roots. are 
three and four feet in length. There is a 
certain amount of saccharine matter in 
these roots, which exactly satisfies the 
palate of the piney woods rooter, and as 
a consequence of this, they make their 
attacks on these small pine trees and 
never let up until they have destroyed 
the roots, thus leaving the tree deprived 
of its support. Hence it dies. Not so, 
however, with the short straw, rosemary, 
or as it is popularly known in South 
Georgia, the loblolly pine. The roots of 
these young trees are not palatable as 
food for the rooters, and therefore he 
leaves these varieties widely alone. Asa 
result the observer will see all over South 
Georgia myriads of these inferior varie- 
ties of pine growing where only a few 
years ago was a magnificent growth of 
virgin forest of yellow pine. 

“No one would be injured by law, the 
provisions of which would protect given 
areas from the ravages of fire for two 
or more consecutive years. No one would 
be injured by compelling the farmer who 
owns the piney woods rooter to keep his 
stock enclosed. To the contrary, the 
changed conditions would result in im- 
proved stock, which would be kept and 
raised at a comparatively slight increase 
of expense and at a much larger net 
profit than the stockraiser enjoys under 
the present custom. The forest adapted 
to naval stores purposes is being rapidly 
depleted, and if the ratio of destruction 
continues during the next twenty years 
as it has during the twenty years just 
ending, this great source of wealth wiil 
have been entirely wiped out. 

“Wise forestry laws would tend to cur- 
tail production and increase prices, and to 
induce economies in the mode of extract- 
ing the gum and manufacturing it, which, 
under present conditions, are not thought 
to be necessary. Under the present loose 
system of extracting the gum from the 
tree and converting it into manufactured 
products, I think I may say that there 
is a waste of 50 per cent. in value ‘of 
products and by-products which would re- 
sult under the operation of improved pro- 
cesses. 

“If the population of the pine growing 
section increases during the next fifty 
years in like ratio to the increase during 
the past ten years, there will be at the 
expiration of that time a_ sufficiency: of 
farming lands to supply all the require- 
ments of the farming. classes—lands 
which are already cleared and which are 
adapted to agricultural purposes and 
which, at this time, are as nearly depleted 
of their forests as to render it imprac- 
ticable to restore the pine growth, except 
by actual planting and cultivation. There 
are millions of acres of land which have 
been so completely devastated of the pine 
tree as not to leave a sufficiency of pines 
to produce mast for reproduction,”

REDS. 

Now that most of the heavy business 
has gone forward the market for the 
more bulky sorts has quieted down and 
no new transactions are reported. The 
result of the fall trade, however, has 
on the whole been satisfactory. Or- 
dinary domestic vermilions remain in 
the same position and maintain the 
same level of values as to quality. 
The easier position of quicksilver, 
which is being freely offered, has not 
affected the market for vermilion, and 
prices continue as previously quoted. 
Movement, however, is slow and con- 
fined to small parcels, which may also 
be said of Chinese and English, Vene- 
tian and Indian reds offer little feature 
and remain as previously quoted. 


BLACKS. 


CARBON.—The same strong position 
is in evidence, and there is little, if 
anything, to add to previous reports. 
There is a scarcity of gas and manu- 
facturers cannot get any heavy stocks 
ahead. The market, therefore, remains 
firm, though prices have not been ad- 
vanced beyond late current figures. 


DROP AND IVORY BLACK.—Inter- 
est shown is light and the volume of 
business small in proportion for both 
drop and ivory blacks. Business is 
confined in the local market to small 
jobbing lots. Prices are given un- 
changed from old current quotations. 


LAMPBLACK.—While Western ship- 
ments have somewhat fallen off since 
the close of navigation, there is still 
considerable business doing, especially 
in the local market, where jobbing 
trade has been good for some time 
past. Inquiries come in freely, and 
there is every indication of continued 
good business. Demand for export, 
too, shows no signs of abatement, and 
is brisk for the season. While firm, 
the market prices are without quotable 
change. 
BLUES. 

Celestial and all the cheaper blues 
continue quiet and featureless to a 
great extent at old current quotations. 
There is, however, somewhat more life 
to the deeper staining qualities. Prus- 
sian and Chinese are moving with con- 
siderable freedom, both locally and to 
outside points, and from many quar- 
ters demand is more than usually good. 
Ultramarine is especially well sought 
after and manufacturers are pressed to 
keep up with orders for the local mar- 
ket and for shipment. Prices continue 
low but steady. 

BROWNS. 

The situation so far as siennas and 
umbers is concerned remains without 
change from our previous report. Paint 
grinders manifest but indifferent inter- 
est, and while there is steady delivery 
upon contracts new business is rather 
of a meager sort and mostly for small 
jobbing lots to meet odd shortages. 
There is no scarcity of goods in grind- 
ers’ and dealers’ hands, and demand 
will hardly be brisk for some little 
time to come. Importers, however, ex- 
press confidence of improvement after

Prices are with- 
out quotable change. 
GREENS. 

As with most chemical colors there 
is a fairly good demand, which prom- 
ises to keep up moderately well during 
the month of December if the volume of 
inquiries lead to a proportionately good 
business. Demand as usual is mostly 
for a better grade of chromes, which 
are steady at prices, which have pre- 
vailed for some time past. 

YELLOWS. 

CHROME.—Demand for chrome yel- 
lows, while not particularly marked 
during the past week, at least con- 
tinues moderately active, both in the 
local market and at outside points. No 
heavy contracts have been made, how- 
ever, and business doing has been of 
a jobbing kind, which, however, aggre- 
gates well up. Prices continue firmly 
maintained upon the basis of old cur- 
rent values. 

OCHER.—Since the closing of naviga- 
tion there has been a perceptible fall- 
ing off of bulky business and the mar- 
ket here has been for the most part con- 
fined to supplying the local trade with 
jobbing orders. Grinders, too, have not 
been buying freely for some time, owing 
to the high cost of oil, but as deliveries 
upon contracts have been made right 
along stocks in their hands, especially 
at outside points, have accumulated 
and do not promise well for heavy 
business in the near future. Prices are 
repeated as follows: Rochelle, 1%.@2c.; 
golden, 3%@4c., and common, $10@15 
per ton. 

Metallic Paint. 

Conditions remain as favorable as 
previously reported, and the market: for 
the best known brands of metallic 
oxides continues active, both locally 
and at outside points. Manufacturers 
speak quite cheerfully of the present 
condition and of the outlook, which is 
promising from all present appear- 
ances. There are now less heavy ship- 
ments consequent to the closing of nav- 
igation, but for the month so far the 
volume of business has rather exceeded 
expectations. Export demand, too, 
keeps up, and the season will close 
ahead of last year so far as foreign 
shipments are concerned. No change 
has been made in prices from former 
quotations. 

Mixed Paint. 

The market for mixed paints during 
the past week has been rather quiet. 
No great business can well be expected 
now that outside work has ceased, and 
the advance in price of standard grades 
has caused dealers to hold back in the 
hope, perhaps, that the drop in lin- 
seed oil and downward tendency of 
that market may lead grinders to a 
reconsideration of their new lists. 
Whether expectations of this sort are 
to be realized it is yet too early to pre- 
dict. At present manufacturers are 
firm in their views, and the prices of 
standard grades are well maintained 
at the advanced figures. 

Colors in Oil. 

The downward tendency of the lin- 
seed oil market has not affected ground 
colors, as might have been expected. 
Demand has for some time been ligni, 
and sufficient interest is not shown in 
the market to warrant any change 
from the basis of values recently fixed. 
Prices, therefore, are without quotable 
change under present conditions. 

Miscellaneous, 

BARYTES.—There have been no new 
heavy contracts, but jobbing business 
continues moderately active, and de- 
liveries upon old current orders freely 
taken. The market is steady at former 
quotations. 

CHALK.—There is nothing new to 
the situation. Receipts continue light 
but ample, with present stocks to meet 
the current light requirements. Prices 
are quoted without change at 2.60@2.70. 

CHINA CLAY.—Receipts continue 
light and stocks are low in importers’ 
and dealers’ hands. The market re- 


mains in a strong position in conse- 
quence, but prices are unchanged. 
FULLER’S EARTH.—There has been 
a steady market for some time and no 
new features developed during the 


week. Prices are maintained upon the 
basis of former quotations. 

PUTTY.—The market has all but 
come to a standstill between seasons. 
Fall contracts have been almost com- 
pleted and no new business is sought 
or offered. Prices are as previously 
quoted. 

TALC.—A good all round demand has 
existed for some time and is felt all the 
more now that the supply has become 
short and inquiries go the rounds. The 
scarcity of Italian tale is especially 
felt? and spot stocks more than usually 
limited. There is no quotable change 
to note, but prices are firm. Our for- 
eign correspondent writes from Leg- 
horn that superior qualities there are 
much inquired after, and that prices 
are kept very firm. Low grades, he 
Says, are in poor request. 

WHITING.—The situation is practi- 
cally the same as with putty. All 
heavy contracts for the season have 
now been filled and business is down 
to small local demand for current 
needs. The time for next year’s con- 
tracts has not yet arrived and between 
times the market could hardly be dull- 
er. Prices are nominally at old current 
figures. 

Glue. 

The week was rather a quiet one 
compared with the good demand up to 
the opening, but on the whole there 
are no reasonable grounds for com- 
plaint from the manufacturers’ stand- 
point. High grade hide stock glues 
continue to move freely, though bone 
glues show the same inclination to 
quietness. Foreign makes move mod- 


erately well. 
Varnish Gums. 


Varnish makers have not yet made. 
up their minds to buy, and the market 
for all grades continues quiet and rath- 
er neglected, except for a moderate 
jobbing demand to fill the needs of the 
smaller buyers. News from Auckland 
is meagre and unimportant, though 
from all reports the kauri market con- 
tinues firm and anything like a heavy 
demand might lead to a further ad- 
vance, for supplies are not heavy and 
stucks are not accumulating. Prices 
here are somewhat firmer, if possible, 
but without quotable change. Manila 
gums move slowly, especially the bet- 
ter sorts. Demand is almost altogether 
confined to nubs and chips, and these 
are called for only in a jobbing way. 
Holders, however, are not inclined to 
make concessions. Damar has become 
very quiet und, with no advices from 
Batavia, the local market continues 
easy at current quotations, 

Window Glass. 

There is nothing new in the situation 
that we can add to our report of last 
week. Local business continues quiet 
and there is little hope of betterment 
before the opening of the new year. 
Little is now heard of the disputes be- 
tween manufacturers and workers and 
the labor difficulties are apparently at 
an end. Some disappointment was 
manifested that the independents had 
not perfected their selling organization 
as was so copfidently expected and pre- 
dicted. It was also understood that 
harmony was to rule between them and 
the combine and that a steady, uni- 
)} form scale of prices would prevail. 
| Now there are accusations made that a 
number of independent makers have 
been offering glass to dealers and large 
consumers at actually less than cost. 
The jobbers are disappointed at the 
outcome of affairs, as they had hoped 
the independents would hang together. 
Interest centers in the annual meeting 
of the National Window Glass Jobbers’ 
Association, to be held on Dec. 11, at 
Jersey City, when it is expected some 
important matters will be discussed. 
Foreign glass is very low and firm 
upon the basis of lately quoted high 


prices.

Drawback on Lubricating Vils. 


Washington, Nov. 30, 1900. 

Some very interesting testimony has 
been taken in the Court of Claims dur- 
ing the past week in the case of the 
Swan & Finch Company vs. The United 
States, in which the claimants are 
suing for drawback of duty on certain 
lubricating oils manufactured in part 
from imported rape seed, which were 
delivered on board vessels at the port 
of New York to be consumed on their 
voyages. The Treasury Department re- 
fused to pay the rebates on the ground 
that such deliveries did not constitute 
exportations within the meaning of the 
law, inasmuch as the goods were not 
landed in a foreign country. 
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SELF-TRAMMINCG 


The evidence taken was that of Mr. 
F. M, Comstock, of the firm of Allen 
& Comstock, of New York, who de- 


taken from about 50 per cent. of the en- 
tries; that is to say, one sample is drawn 
from’ about every ‘other lot of goods ex- 
ported. Article 769, of the customs regu- 


scribed at length the methods in vogue ! lations, provides that where material is 


in the New York custom house at the 
present time, and at earlier dates, to 
safeguard the Government’s interests, 
his testimony showing the difficulties 
and embarrassments encountered by 
exporters in their effort to comply with 
the letter of the regulations. The wit- 
ness was examined by Attorney Will- 
iam .B, King in the presence of Assist- 
ant Attorney-General Pradt, who 
waived cross-examination. 


Mr. Comstock began his evidence by 
stating that owing to the peculiar form 
of the shipments of lubricating oils in 
this case it was regarded as necessary 
to notify officials in the various depart- 
ments of the custom house and Treas- 
ury Department that these entries were 
being filed and that they covered ship- 
ments which were not exportations in 
the sense that the usual drawback en- 
tries were, and that it was not expected 
that the money would be paid in the 
regular channels, but that the claims 
would be completed by filing a petition 
in the Court of Claims. The giving of 
notice in this form was due to the fact 
that the Treasury Department had sev- 
eral times ruled that drawback was 
not payable under the regulations on 
vessels’ supplies, and goods that were 
used on board ship, and also to call 
the attention of the officials to the fact 
that they were different from the regu- 
lar shipments which were made by the 
same company. 

Mr. Comstock was then shown a copy 
of the customs regulations relating to 
the filing of drawback entries and tes- 
tified that all the requirements therein 
set forth had been complied with in 
this case so far as practicable. In an- 
swer to a question as to the practice 
at the New York custom house in re- 
gard to the sampling of goods entered 
for drawback, Mr. Comstock said: 

“The clause of the regulations allowing 
drawback on lubricating oil provides 
that samples shall be taken as ordered 
by the collector and shall be submitted 
to the appraiser for report of the per- 
centage of rape seed oil appearing there- 
in. Under the terms of this regulation 

che collector is entitled to use his dicre- 
tion, but it is the practice to take as 
many samples as are necessary to ar- 
rive at the amount of drawback to be 
allowed. It is not the practice to take 


a sample out of every entry, but in the 
ease of lubricating oils samples are 
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used in manufacturing articles exported 
for the benefit of drawback not imported 
by the manufacturer of such articles, 
proof of a delivery by the importer to 
the manufacturer must be made, but in 
this case the importer, manufacturer 
and exporter were the same concern.” 


In answer to a question as to whether 
article 773, which provides that before 
liquidation of an entry a bill of lading 
covering the merchandise described in 
such entry shall be filed with the col- 
lector of customs had been complied 
with in this case, the witness said it 
had not. ‘This was not done,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘because in every instance oil 
was delivered to the export vessel and 
a trucking receipt given by the receiv- 
ing clerk. The agents of the steamship 
lines will not in any case issue bill of 
lading for customs drawback purposes 
except where there is an exact copy of 
the original bill of lading covering the 
exportation. As there were no original 
bills of lading in this case they could 
not procure a copy. There were no 
original bills of lading because there 
was no freight paid and no delivery to 
be made to a foreign consignee.”’ 

The witness testified further that in 
this case advantage was taken of ar- 
ticle 778, which provides that two or

more preliminary entries made by the | 
same parties may be combined in one 
final combination entry, which was filed 
under the provisions of section 787. Ap- 
plications were made in proper form to 
the Treasury Department for the es- 
tablishment of the rate of allowance, 
but the department in regard to these 
entries made objection in all cases that 
no bills of lading were furnished. The 
regulations provide that copies of the 
bills of lading be filed so as to show 
the exporters or exporters’ agents right 
to make the entry and collect draw- 
back. As no original bills of lading 
were issued it was therefore impossible 
to produce the copies contemplated by 


the regulations, 

“Objection was also made,” continued 
the witness, “under all these combina- 
tion entries that none of the oil was 
sampled except under one entry. The 
reason was that in a number of cases 
samples were not ordered by the col- 
lector. In cases where samples were or- 
dered the place of deposit for samples 
was designated as No. 152 Maiden Lane, 
while the goods in a number of cases 
were delivered direct from the works at J 
Bayonne to the export vessel. The mis- 
take made in this case was that the en- 
tries which the collector ordered sam- 
pled were designated for sampling at the 
wrong Biace: none at the Swan & 
Finch ompany’s city warehouse, in- 
stead of their works. It is the practice 
to designate the place of sampling at the 
most convenient point for both the ex- 
porter and the official sampler, and in 
this case, if all exportations had been 
taken to this particular place for samp- 
ling, additional expense for trucking and 
a considerable loss of time would have 
resulted.”’ 

Continuing, the witness said he 
thought that as the Treasury Depart- 
ment had decided that drawback was 
not due on lubricating oils or other mer- 
chandise used as ships’ stores and not 
landed abroad, entries of such goods for 
benefit of drawback were probably not 
treated quite as carefully as entries 
covering regular exportations. In ex- 
planation of the reports made by va- 
rious inspectors that certain oil cov- 
ered by preliminary entries was “not 
found,” the witness said that a prelim- 
inary entry, after passing through the 
proper channel, is usually delivered to 
the officer in charge of the district 
where the goods are loaded. Acting 
under instructions from the surveyor 
these officers made the return “not 
found” in every case where they failed 
to see the goods laden on the export 
vessel. A similar explanation would 
account for the reports made by of- 
ficers who made returns ‘“‘no knowledge 
of shipment.” In certain cases it was 
reported that “vessel cleared pre- 
viously to receipt of entry,’’ which 
meant that the preliminary entry, ir- 
respective of what time it may have 
been lodged in the custom house, did 
not reach the inspector until after the 
vessel had cleared, 


“Under the practice at New York the 
eee es entry, after being recorded 
mn the naval office is delivered to the 
surveyor’s department, from which it is 
transmitted to the inspector by official 
messenger. The time consumed in the 
transmission of these papers from their 
filing in the collector’s office until de- 
livered to the surveyor vuries according 
to the particular time of day in which 
the entries are filed, because at certain 
times more entries are filed than at oth- 
ers, resulting in a temporary press of 
business, eee in recording the en- 
tries in the office to which they are 
transmitted. It is the present practice 
for the customs broker or his represen- 
tative to present the entry to the col- 
lector for recording. He remains until 
the entry is recorded and signed by the 
deputy or his representative, and this 
same procedure is then gone through 
with in the naval office. 

“Under one combination entry in this 
case it is reported that on eleven of the 
preliminary entries the vessel cleared 
one or more days before the filing of the 
entry, but this may be explained by the 
fact that although the vessel may have 
cleared before the entry was filed it had 
not necessarily sailed at that time, be- 
cause in many instances these vessels 
clear at least one day before they sail. 
If the entries were not filed until after 
the vessel sailed the fault would lie with 
the exporter or his representative. As 
to some of these entries it is stated that 
they were ‘not lodged within the requi- 
site time as provided in article 1758,’ 
which provides that all drawback en- 
tries must be filed or lodged in the cus- 
toms house at least six hours previous 
to the loading of the goods on the ex- 
port vessel, and the records as to these 
preliminary entries would seem to show 
that this had not been done. As to oth- 
er entries the weigher reported that they 
were ‘laden on board without an oppor- 
tunity to weigh,’ which would mean that 
the order to weigh them was not trans- 
mitted to the weigher in time to allow 


him to make a return of weights.” 


In this connection, the witness said 
that about the middle of 1895 the sys- 
tem in vogue at the port of New York 
of transmitting all classes of drawback 
entries to the various inspectors for 
their certificate of lading was changed, 
and until the new system was in good 
working order there was much delay 
as the entire business had been trans- 
acted by about a dozen inspectors. The 
Treasury Department had since rec- 
ognized the difficulty of complying with 
technical accuracy with all the require- 
ments of drawback regulations, and, 
under date of December 16, 1899, had 
issued instructions to the collector di- 
recting that in cases where returns 
such as “not found,” “‘no knowledge of 
shipment,” “not laden under my super- 
vision,” “not weighed,” “‘not sampled,” 
ete., were made, and evidence in the 
collector’s possession showed that the 
exporter or his representatives had 
practically complied with the regula- 
tions that the collector should accept 
such further proof as he might see fit, 
such as the goods appearing on the out- 
ward manifest of the vessel in cases 
where inspectors had failed to make 
proper returns; and to accept sworn 
statements properly attested by the ex- 
porter or manufacturer in cases where 
merchandise was not officially weighed; 
and also that in cases where samples 
were ordered, but not taken, the en- 
tries should be liquidated on the basis 
of the next samples of the same goods 
which the collector had taken. 

Prior to these instructions, in all 
cases where the returns were not in 
shape to enable the collector to make 
proper liquidation, the entries were 
submitted to the Treasury Department 
with an application asking for relief, 
which was allowed where it could be 
shown that the exporter or his repre- 
sentative was not at fault. At one 
time there was a practical stoppage of 
drawback business for a considerable 
period, the number of entries passed 
which were not properly returned run- 
ning as high as 60 per cent, of the to- 
tal. This percentage gradually de- 
creased from time to time until the 
majority of the entries are now prop- 
erly returned.

Production of Faller’s Earth. 
Washington, Nov. 30, 1900. 


The United States Geological Survey 
has completed the annual report upon 
the production of Fuller’s earth in 1899 
which supplements the interesting pa- 
per on the same subject presented by 
Dr. Day before the Franklin Institute 
some weeks ago, and published in the 
Reporter of Oct. 8. 

Small amounts of Fuller’s earth were 
mined in New York, Colorado and Utah 
in 1899, but the bulk of the product, as 
in earlier years, was from the vicinity 
of Quincy, Fla. The total production 
in 1899 was 12,381 short tons, valued at 
$79,644, a decline from 14,860 short tons, 
valued at $106,500, in 1898. The decrease 
in domestic production is probably due 
to larger importations of English earth, 
these having increased from 8,353 long 
tons, equivalent to 9,355 short tons in 
1898, to 10,320 long tons, or 11,558 short 
tons in 1899. The decrease in domestic 
production was 2,479 short tons; the in- 
crease in imports was 3,203 short tons; 
the difference (724 short tons) would 
represent a normal increase in con- 
sumption. The production of Fuller’s 
earth in the United States for the last 
five years is shown in the following 
figures '— 

In 1895, 6,700 short tons, valued at 
$41,400; 1896, 9,872 tons, valued at $60,360; 
1897, 17,113 tons, valued at $112,272; 1898, 
14,860 tons, valued at $106,500; 1899, 12,- 
351 tons, valued at $79,644. 

Considerable interest attaches to the 
development of this industry in con- 
nection with the deposits that have 
been found in New York State, Colo- 
rado and Utah, although there is no 
immediate prospect that they will su- 
persede the deposits at Quincy, Fla., as 
the principal source of supply. A very 
promising deposit was discovered some 
time ago in South Dakota, an interest- 
ing feature of which was the fact that 
it is almost a duplicate of the English 
earth, which is now preferred for the 


filtering of cottonseed and lard oils, | 
while the American earth is principally | 
usel as a substitute for boneblack in 
the fiitering of mineral oils. The rapid 
growth of the cottonseed oil business is 
likely to create a heavy demand for the 
Evglish earth, and therefore for any 
domestic substitute that shows the nec- 
essary qualities. 

The remaining features of the report 
were fully covered in Dr. Day’s paper, 
which has already appeared in the Re- 


porter.

Perfumery, Etc., in Slot Machines. 


Washington, Nov. 30, 1900. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau has 
made an important ruling under which 
the regulations heretofore in force con- 
cerning the vending of certain medici- 
nal preparations, perfumery, etc., from 
automatic machines will be permitted 
hereafter upon compliance with certain 
conditions now prescribed. The ques- 
ton of the right of manufacturers, deal- 
ers, and others to dispose of goods in 
this manner was recently raised by the 
Searle & Hereth Drug Company of Chi- 
cago, and after an examination of the 
law and regulations thereunder, the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue has 
addressed the following letter to the 
collector of the Chicago district:— 


“I have to acknowledge the receipt oy 
your letter inclosing letter from the 
Searle & Hereth Company, manufactur- 
ing chemists of Chicago, Ill., in which 
they desire a ruling that aromatic ca- 


chous may be sold in l-cent packages 
from slot or vending machines, the 1- 
cent packages before being placed in the 
vending machine to be taken from a 
large package which has been duly 
stamped, the same as has been per- 
mitted by regulation in the case of chew- 
ing gum, 

“In reply, gz are advised that the pro- 
visions o hedule B give the Depart- 
ment greater latitude in making regu- 
lations about chewing gum than is per- 
mitted in regard to articles mentioned 
under the headings of medicinal pro- 
prietary articles and perfumery and 
cosmetics. The law seems to require 
that all such articles should usually be 
sold only in stamped packages. 

“The following ruling was made, how- 
ever, on July 14, 1898, for the packing 
and stamping of articles mentioned in 
Schedule B, other than chewing gum or 
bottled wine, which retail for less than 
5 cents: 

“ ‘Rive cents being the lowest retail 
price mentioped in Schedule B, taxable 
articles retailing for a less sum may be 
packed together under one wrapper, 
band, or other inclosure when the retail 
price of said package shall not in the 
aggregate exceed 5 cents, and a stamp 
for one-eighth cent shall be affixed on 
the outside band or wrapper, or other 
inclosure, in such manner that the stamp 
will be wholly destroyed in opening the 
same, 

*“*In such cases each package shall 
have printed thereon the words, ‘‘sold 
from a duly stamped package.”’’ 

“Under the above ruling, taxable ar- 
ticles of medicine, perfumery, etc., re- 
tailing for less than 5 cents, may be 
put up as therein directed and stamped, 
and on destroying the stamp, the sub- 
packages may be detached and placed 
in a vending or slot machine. This rul- 
ing, however, must be strictly followed. 
Each subpackage must have printed on 
the outside thereof the words, ‘sold from 
a duly stamped package.’”’

LINSEED.—The unsettled conditions 
which have prevailed for several weeks 
past continue, and at the present mo- 
ment it is hard to say what prices 
really are, The intimations are that 
city will be reduced early next week 
to nearer a parity at which State and 
Western oils can be had. December 
forward was offered for a limited quan- 
tity of State oil at 55c. though other 
crushers were asking 57@58c, Small re- 
tail sales are reported for prompt or 
early December at 59@60c., though city 
is quoted at 68c. As stated above, this 
may be considered a nominal quota- 
tion, subject to a change at any mo- 
ment. The result of these fluctuations 
in prices has been to restrict the de- 
mand, as few buyers care to antici- 
pate the future beyond what they have 

already contracted for. 
COTTONSEBED.—The weakness which 
prevailed at the close of our last was 
rather more pronounced at the opening 
of the week, when prices under pres- 
sure to sell both crude and refined 
gave way, thus enabling those export- 
ers who had orders in hand for several 
weeks for December to fill them. This 
in a measure prevented prime yellow 
from going lower, as many predicted 
it would, when the speculative De- 
cember deliveries were made. Further 
export business is possible for Decem- 
ber, but there is no available freight 
room for Marseilles from this port un- 
less an extra steamer is put on. But 
this is doubtful, as the business so far 
won’t warrant the risk. These export 
orders were covered at 31%@31%%c. for 
prime yellow at this port, and at 30@ 
30%c. at New Orleans, though sales were 
made at Galveston at 3lc. Some weeks 
ago there were large sales made. to 
Southern buyers, who thought oil was 
cheap. These purchases were mostly 
for January forward, though a fair 
amount was taken for December. As 
the market failed to respond, and the 
time drawing near for these December 
deliveries to be made, caused the break 
in prices, and the same results are like- 
ly to follow when January comes 
around. There has been, or is, an im- 
pression among the Atlantic mills that 
this market was being manipulated, as 
crude was selling much above the 


parity of refined; in fact, this market | 


was the highest in the country. From 
all that we can gather, there is, or has 
been, no manipulation whatever—sim- 
ply a total absence of any actual de- 
mand from customers. As mentioned 
above, the only real buying has been 
by exporters for prompt. These orders 
having been filled, exporters have re- 
duced their bids and, with the excep- 
tion of Marseilles, which would pay 31@ 
31%c. for early December shipment, 
they are not over 28@29c, for either 
prime or off yellow. There has been 
quite a break in the price of crude, 
sales having been made in the Atlan- 
tic at 24c., and Valley at 25c., but at 
the close it was doubtful these prices 
would be paid for further lots 
unless for choice quality, as our 
telegrams indicate most of the mills 
are well sold up for December and Jan- 
uary, hence their indifference about 














selling.further ahead at the decline. 
Compound lard makers report demand 
as falling off in this section, though 
at the West there has been a fair 
business done for November and De- 
cember. With trade in this article show- 
ing signs of falling off, its effect will 
naturally be felt in less quantities of 
cotton oil being taken. Tallow already 
is showing signs of overconfidence in 
its strength, and it would not be sur- 
prising if prices before the month is 
out receded; in fact, melters are now 
seeking bids from both exporters and 
the home trade at lower prices. Lard 
is still struggling to maintain a strong 
front, but it is hard work. The ele- 
ments of strength or push appear 
to be lacking. Winter yellow for 
prompt delivery is scarce and full 
prices are demanded for spot oil, 
though for forward they are a shade 
easier. The same conditions apply to 
white oil, and for butter or a choice 
grade of bleaching oil, for which 36c. 
has been paid. The market closes with 
8114c. asked for December prime yel- 
low, with bids of 31c. solicited. Crude

to 26c. for later months. Sales at these fig- 
ures have been very light, the mills generally 
holding off, not trying to force sales; being 
well sold up for December and January they 
prefer to wait, believing that later month's 
deliveries must bring as much or better prices. 
Buyers on the other hand seem to be confi- 
dent that lower prices must prevail, and they, 
too, prefer to wait. Under such differences oft 
opinion it is but natural that trading at the 
present time should be light. Meal and cake 
continue to be in good demand, at $21 to $21.35 
bid, f. o. b. Galveston. New Orleans has been 
a liberal buyer at equal prices from competitive 
points reached by that market. Cattle feed- 
ers, too, are contracting more liberally for meal 
and hulls. Linters not much sought after, 
price ranging from 3%c. to 3%c., according to 
grade or quality, mills wanting 4c. on bet- 
ter. Seed not as plentiful, offerings lighter, 
and in the southern portion of the State the 
supply about exhausted, and some mills in that 
section closed down. Eleven dollars to $12 per 
ton, f. o. b. cars, for seed. Weather in the 
middle and northern portion of the State fa- 
vorable for gathering and marketing the cot- 


ton seed in good condition, 





Cocoanut Oils, Etc. 

CEYLON.—The market is about bare 
of spot oil, there being less than 50 
tons all told. Bids of 6%c, have been 
declined for spot, 6%c. being lowest 
that would be accepted for a few single 
packages. For arrival in December, 6c. 
would be paid, but holders are general- 
ly asking 6%4c., and for October-Decem- 
ber steamer shipment, 6c. is lowest that 
sellers will name, but later shipments 
up to the end of March are quoted at 
55%c. We discuss the situation edito- 
rlally in this issue. 

COCHIN.—In sympathy with Ceylon 
the spot market is firm, at 6%c., at 
which small sales are being made. 
Early in the week a sale of 25 tons, 
for December-January shipment, was 
ymade at 6 3-16c., but at the close 6c. 
was lowest named for further lots. 

CORN.—In sympathy with a declin- 
ing linseed oil market, prices have fur- 
ther given way, and spot is now quoted 
at 6%c? and January forward at 6%@ 
6\%c., according to quantity and seller. 
Buyers, however, are only taking such 
lots as their current wants require, and 
are not anticipating the future. 

MUSTARD.—There is still a scarcity 
of stocks for prompt delivery, and 
what little there is obtainable readily 
commands 50@52c. as to sellers. For 
January delivery they are quoting 45c. 

RAPE.—No change in the situation, 
which remains a strong one, owing to 
light stocks and a firmer foreign mar- 
ket. Small sales are reported of a 
choice burning grade at 74@75ic. and of 
ordinary at 70c. x 

OLIVE.—The spot market is almost 
bare of stocks of prime yellow, and 
what little there is obtainable com- 
mands 59@60c., and for green, which is 
in the same position, 60@62c, Ship- 
ments of the latter are quoted at 58@ 
59c., and of the former at 55@56c. for 
new crop, January forward. Olive 
foots on the spot are rather slow, 
though for a choice grade 6@6%%c. is 
still asked, and for ordinary, 54%c. New 
crop shipments are a shade firmer, at 
54,@5%c., but no business reported. 

Animal and Fish Oils. 

COD.—Locally, the situation is prac- 
tically without change, though New- 
foundland advices report a further ad- 
vance at St. Johns of $2 per tun. The 
oil has now passed out of the hands of 
the fishermen and stocks are held by 
exporters and dealers there. The catch 
has been disappointing and far below 
last year. On Nov. 15 there were in 
stock 126,000 quintals less than on the 
Same date in 1899.

TRADE ITEMS. 


A local building company, it is re-

Saturday Noon, Dec. 1, 1900. 


The storms which raged throughout 
the oil region during the past fort- 
night caused great damage in the de- 
struction of derricks and other struc- 
tures, causing great delay in develop- 
ment work, and as telegraph and tele- 
phone wires were down in every direc- 
tion, but meager reports as to the 
doings in the fields were received. In 
the Ohio fields alone it is stated that 
fully 3,000 derricks were destroyed. Ac- 
counts of the damage wrought came in 
slowly at first, but it was of such wide 
extent that it will materially affect the 
monthly field report, in that many 
wells nearing completion have been de- 
layed. The reports during the past 
week have been of more than ordinary 
interest, although meager, in that they 
indicate a more intelligent basis for es- 
timating the probable extent of the 
new field or pool in Lewis county, W. 
Va. It now appears certain that the 
Copley well merely tapped a large pool, 
as the latest reports show the newest 
well to be a small producer, indicating 
it had tapped the edge of the pool. 
Furthermore, the two gushers have de- 
clined rapidly in their output, and now 
both together produce less than 100 
barrels per hour. Should later devel- 
opments confirm the present belief that 
the Lewis county production is from a 
pool, it is nevertheless a remarkable 
one, as the production of the first two 
wells were large and kept up so 
long that there was a firm be- 
lMef on the part of many that an im- 
portant and prolific field had been dis- 
covered. The new wells reported from 
other sections have been about of the 
same average as those reported during 
the past two or three months, and the 
full percentage of dry holes are en- 
countered to discourage the seeker 
after oleaginous wealth. 


Refined and Products. 


Although holidays do not, as a rule, 
interfere with the export trade in pe- 
troleum, the past week has been a dull 
one. It was due, however, to causes 
other than that which have affected 
other trades. There have been fewer 
tank vessels on this side than for some 
time, and as there is little inquiry for 
refined in barrels the total export en- 
gagements have not exceeded 150,000 
barrels, all for shipment in bulk. The 
price for barreled oil has remained 
steady at 7.25c. for New York loading 
and 7.20c. for Philadelphia loading. 
The principal foreign markets are 
steady. Quotations to-day by cable 
were: Antwerp, 18%f.; Bremen, 6.80m.; 
London, 5%d., and Liverpool, 6@6%d. 
Freight rates were firm at 2s. 9d.@3s. 
$d., hence to London, and 3s.@4s. to 
Continental ports, as to port and ves- 
sel. Home trade lots have been in sea- 
sonable request, and are steady on 
the basis of 8%c. for 150 degrees water 
white from tanks and 11c. in barrels. 

Cases for export have been in active 
request, and sales of over 350,000 are 
reported. The price for plain tops has 
been reduced to 8.65c. Freight rates 
are firm. Nominal rates for large ves- 
sels are: For Amoy, 25@26c.; Calcutta, 
21@22c.; Colombo, 24@25ic.; Java, 24@ 
25c.; Padang, 25@26c.; Hong Kong, 25@ 
26c.; Rangoon, 26@27c.; Saigon, 23@24c.; 
Shanghai, 27@28c.; Singapore, 23@24c., 
and Yokohama, 26@27c. 

Crude for export has been in light 
request, and sales of about 10,000 bar- 
rels are reported. Washington crude is 
quoted at 7.25c. in barrels.

Crude naphtha has been steady at 
9.55c. For export no sales are reported.

Chicago Seed und Oil Market. 


Chicago, Nov. 29, 1900. 


The securing of reliable information 
as to a flax crop seems a subject little 
understood by the average oil buyer. 
This deduction is made after recent 
visits among the leading oil buyers in 
the West, during which inquiries were 
made as to their views and the reasons 
for same. Some of these views are as- 
tounding to a close observer of flax 
conditions, but when the buyer gives 
the source of his information the rea- 
son for the views expressed at once 
becomes apparent. Invariably they are 
based on misleading statements that 
sift through interested sources. It does 
seem a little singular that when the 
comparatively few millions of flax is 
raised there should not, from experi- 
ence, have been developed some plan 
that would give fairly accurate in- 
formation as to the extent of the crop, 
but as a matter of fact there is to-day 
no reliable method accessible to the 
public for getting such information. 
Through Government reports we can 
get the acreage, and, while these re- 
ports may not be exactly accurate, 
they give an indication of increases or 
decreases from season to season, and 
therefore furnish a foundation on 
which to make estimates. It must be 
remembered that the flax territory is 
largely controlled, so far as the pur- 
chase of seed is concerned, by line 
houses—that is to say, by corporations 
or firms owning the buying houses at 
the different stations along railway 
lines, and it is not to be supposed such 
parties will give out information that 
is valuable in their business. When in- 
formation is published as coming from 
such sources indicating an increase or 
@ decrease in the crop the public should 
always remember that there may be 
behind such news a personal interest 
which will color the character of the 
information,, rendering it of little value 
for a careful estimate. One might eas- 
ily suppose that a person could travel 
through a given district and obtain in- 
formation as to the crop which would 
be reliable. This, perhaps, is true, pro- 
vided the party who made the exami- 
nation could carefully inspect the fields 
in this vast territory and was compe- 
tent to judge of their condition, but 
such an examination would require too 
much time and too great an expense 
for any single interest to assume, and 
is practically out of the question. The 
next plausible process for securing in- 
formation is to make a flying trip 
through a given territory and pick up 
information at railway Stations as one 
may have the opportunity. When one 
remembers that the grower is naturally 
a bull on prices it can be readily un- 
derstood that the information picked 
up from such sources is calculated to be 
deceptive, and when it is also remem- 
bered that local buyers at railway sta- 
tions are in Sympathy with the growers 
and desire to obtain best results for 
them, it is not likely any information 
they would give to the casual visitor 
would be of that character upon which 
&@ safe estimate could be made. The 
traveler through any district will nat- 
urally take on the opinion of the men 
he meets, and will come back from 
such a trip thoroughly convinced that 
the opinions he has heard expressed set 
forth accurately the condition of the 
crop. And, again, there is another 
process sometimes resorted to, that of 
writing to county officials for informa- 
tion, which in most cases will be fur- 
nished, but which would be held value- 
less when it is remembered that the 
county official is sufficiently identified 
with the local interests to promote 
their welfare as far as possible, and, 
not having himself any information on 
the subject, would naturally go to the 
grower or local dealer for the informa- 
tion required. In all these processes 
the information generally comes from 
the same source—the growers or local 
dealers—and simply reflects what these 
parties desire to be known, or what 
they hope may be the outcome, al- 
though in reality it may be contrary to 
the facts in the case. If such methods 
of obtaining information as to the 
growing crop are unreliable, how can 
those interested obtain the information 
on which to base a reliable estimate? 
For years this has been an interesting 
subject, both for the manufacturer and 
the consumer, and each has adopted 
the method that to him appears the 
most reliable. It is clearly evident that 
all such methods as are above given 
are necessarily unreliable, yet these are 
the methods adopted generally by those 
whose business interests require that 
they be informed as to the crop, and 
some of the largest buyers of oil have 
this season acted on such information, 
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A great deal of information is given 
out by interested parties to influence 
markets at certain times. This infor- 
mation is published in the daily, and, 
occasionally, in the trade press, and 
must produce some effect on even the 
most careful minds. But amid all this 
conflict of theory the innocent con- 
sumer is left to choose and guess ac- 
cording to his inclination, There are 
few people who take the time to study 
the character of the crop, and by per- 
sonal effort obtain accurate informa- 
tion in regard to the nature of the 
plant, its liability to destruction by ad- 
verse weather conditions and the ele- 
ments that conduce to its healthy 
growth and maturity, and then by a 
close observation of weather conditions 
make an estimate as to the outcome. 
Basing such estimate on the only fair- 
ly reliable information we have—the 
acreage—the careful observer reaches 
a conclusion which at first may be en- 
tirely different from that in the popu- 
lar mind, but in the end, when the en- 
tire crop has been gathered and mar- 
keted, we venture to say his conclu- 
sions Will be nearest the truth, if he 
shall have consistently followed the in- 
formation based on weather conditions 
and acreage. The present season will 
test every man’s method, for it already 
has developed more elements of uncer- 
tainty than are usual in a crop season. 
The factors of the case are about as 
follows: The reports of acreage indi- 
cate a large increase over last year. 
With similar conditions prevailing dur- 
ing the growing season the acre- 
age this year would have pro- 
duced the same average results. But a 
study of weather conditions will de- 
velop the fact that this year we have 
had unfavorable weather. A dry spring 
and later on too much rain retarded 
growth and maturity, and more or 
less damaged the crop. There was an 
element of uncertainty in the question 
of damage, both as to quality and 
quantity. Here a knowledge of the na- 
ture of the flax plant, its ability to 
withstand weather conditions and the 
nature of the damage which is likely 
to occur to its product, is of utmost 
importance in order to ascertain to any 
degree of certainty what the extent of 
the damage will be. Here we come 
to a point where each of the different 
grain and seed crops must be consid- 
ered on its own basis, for no two are 
affected by the weather in the same 
way. The flax plant is very hardy 
and thrives in a cool climate. It pro- 
duces its best results in slow maturing 
weather. It contains a larger per- 
centage of oil than other plants, and 
therefore is able to withstand moisture 
more successfully. While a field of 
wheat may be almost destroyed by wet 
weather, the’ same conditions would 
damage the adjoining flax field, but 
would destroy neither the plant nor its 
product. Experience has repeatedly 
proved this, and those who have been 
the closest observers of results on a 
flax crop are well aware that under 
the most unfavorable conditions in a 
wet season the flax plant will still yield 
a product that is worth gathering, al- 
though it may mean that the seed is 
so much damaged that it will not grade 
on the market. Unfortunately the 
grades of flax on the Boards of Trade 
are not established on the basis of the 
oil the seed contains, but are condi- 
tioned on the appearance of the berry— 
whether it is plump and bright or 
shriveled and discolored. Im this coun- 
try the real value of the seed is based 
on the quantity of oil it contains, and 
the crusher is more interested in that 
question than whether the seed is No, 1 
or rejected. This has recently been 
proved by developments in the Duluth 
market, where it appears the crushers 
prefer to sell the No. 1 Northwestern 
grade which they have purchased for 
future delivery, and buy for their own 
use the rejected seed. The reason for 
this is that they have discovered that 
the percentage of value in the rejected 
grade for their purposes is greater than 
the percentage of value in the higher 
grade. This establishes the point we 
are developing—that the real value of 
the damaged crop consists in what it 
will produce of value to the consumer 
or manufacturer. Therefore if one is 
to estimate with any degree of accu- 
racy the outcome of the present flax 
crop he must take into consideration 
the point that we have mentioned—that 
the flax plant will preserve its integrity 
through a wet season and will produce 
a berry which has value because it 
will produce oil. And it is altogether 
probable that the average yield of 
bushels per acre at the end of a wet 
season will not be very much less by 
measure or weight than the product of 
a dry season, though at the same time 
the appearance of the berry will force 
a flax inspector to pass it into the 


rejected list. Now it is altogether 
likely that during a wet season the 
numerous reports of damage—which in 
all cases are largely magnified—may 
induce an innocent reader to believe 
that the crop so damaged has no value. 
In order to support prices, interested 
parties will point to the fact that the 
early receipts from the crop are very 
much smaller than in the previous sea- 
son. All such reports have a very im- 
portant bearing on market values and 
are frequently used with that object in 
view. It should be borne in mind, 
however, that receipts from a damaged 
crop will be slower in coming to mar- 
ket, and that first results from a dam- 
aged crop will always be disappoint- 
ing. In the history of flax in this 
country it is a notable fact that the 
receipts from damaged crops have 
generally been the largest in the last 
half of the season, and consumers 
should keep this in mind before draw- 
ing any conclusion from early re- 
ceipts. Applying this reasoning to the 
present crop of flax, we venture to say 
it is too early in the history of the 
crop to reach the conclusion that the 
quantity of seed to be marketed will 
be any less than last year. No doubt 
there is a large amount of seed in 
stack that has been held back by 
weather conditions, all of which will 
eventually come to market as _ the 
weather become favorable for thresh- 
ing, and we expect to see large re- 
ceipts during the remainder of the sea- 
son, such receipts being of course gov- 
erned by the weather. It is reported, 
and we have no reason to doubt the 
statement, that considerable flax is ly- 
ing loose under the snow in North Da- 
kota, but we do not agree with the con- 
clusion arrived at by interested parties 
in the Northwest, that this flax will be 
a total loss. As a matter of both fact 
and experience, it is not a bad place 
for it, barring the necessity of the 
farmer for receiving immediate finan- 
cial returns from his crop. The snows 
of North Dakota are dry in that freez- 
ing temperature. The cold does no in- 
jury. This flax will be threshed out in 
the spring with only the damage inci- 
dent to the moisture from the melting 
snow in the spring, and in all proba- 
bility would suffer less damage than 
would be caused by fall rains. The 
writer wishes it understood that it is 
impossible to take up and refute all the 
various arguments raised by specula- 
tors to affect market values. To any 
man who will ascertain the acreage, 
study the nature of the flax plant, and 
observe weather conditions, such refu- 
tations will be unnecessary, for he will 
be able at once to see the fallacy of 
nine out of ten of the arguments 
used. We advise our readers to be 
slow in reaching a conclusion that 
there will be any shortage of either 
flaxseed or linseed oil in this country 
before the next crop. The general 
tendency of prices for the week was 
downward, with days of fluctuations 
up and down at the close. Cash lost 
7c. and futures 8c. The course of

Trading was extremely light. No- 
vember was entirely neglected and cash 
was limited to the two or three cars a 
day picked up by crushers. Less than 
65,000 was traded in for the entire week 
in December option, the month in 
which any interest was taken. About

to May at a range of %@2c. for the 
first named months.

There has been a severe slump in for- 
eign. markets. -On Novy. 9 the quotation 
for La Plata seed, December-January 
shipment, was 50s. 6d. One week later 
it had declined to 46s. 3d. This latter 
quotation would make American seed 
worth about $1.30 per bushel, Chicago, 


and shows the local market is very 
much out of line. There seems no good 
reason for this, for the grade of seed 
coming to market would not command 
the export price on account of inferior 
grade. It would seem that the crusher 
is paying for this rejected seed at least 
30c. a bushel in excess of its value as 
figured on the export value of No. 1. 
As a matter of fact rejected seed has 
no export value, for the foreign buyers 
up to the present have shown no dispo- 
sition to buy rejected seed freely. Un- 
deniably the home crusher is paying 
more for rejected than the situation 
warrants, and it is quite evident if the 
supply of such grade is sufficient for 
home requirements that prices must 
steadily decline. The receipts at this 
point continue light, as shown below, 
but compare favorably with the 140 
cars received the previous week. No- 
tice the quality of the receipts:—

The opinion frequently has been ex- 
pressed this season that the duplica- 
tions this fall have been umusually 
large. Those making the claim point 
to instances of which they have per- 
sonal knowledge, where cars have been 
sent from the country to Minneapolis, 
from Minneapolis back to the country, 
back again to Minneapolis, and thence 
to Duluth, this traveling around of the 
seed being occasioned by fluctuations in 
price while the seed was in transit, 
These parties also recall the fact that 
cars have been received at Duluth, for- 
warded to Minneapolis, and again re- 
turned to Duluth. There is no question 
about this having been done, and to 
the man who figures on receipts alone 
and overlooks shipments, this trans- 
ferring of cars back and forth would 
indicate a duplication, perhaps a double 
duplication. There are about as many 
ways of figuring duplications as there 
are ways of securing information about 
the growing crop, but after one has 
heard all the various plans he is com- 
pelled to acknowledge that the most 
reliable method of avoiding duplica- 
tions is to add together the total re- 
ceipts at Chicago, Duluth, Minneapolis 
and St. Louis and deduct from this 
total the Minneapolis shipments. Where 
such a method is adopted cars may be 
shipped to and from Minneapolis as 
often as the exigencies of price or 
grade may require, and after the sev- 
eral switchings there will have been, so 
far as Minneapolis is concerned, no du- 
plications whatever, for the shipment 
cancels the previous receipt. At Du- 
luth the case is different. Should a car 
of flax be received at Duluth, forward- 
ed to Minneapolis and returned to Du- 
luth, the second receipt at Duluth 
would count as a duplication. It is ad- 
mitted there have been cars so shipped, 
but the volume of such shipments has 
not been of sufficient importance to 
have had any effect on crop estimates. 
When the Boards of Appeal of Duluth 
and Minneapolis were wrangling over 
the inspection and grading of flax it 
was found necessary by certain parties 
to have flax sent from Duluth to Min- 
neapolis to be graded, said flax being 
later returned to Duluth, thus making 
an unusual duplication. While mak- 
ing an ado over the comparatively 
small amount involved in these ship- 
ments the trade seem to lose sight of 
the fact that the flax that never enters 
into crop figures is several times great- 
er in volume than the total shipments 
from Duluth under discussion. No one 
thinks it necessary to include in the 
figures of the marketed crop the seed 
raised in Wisconsin, Indiana, Ohio or 
Michigan, or the considerable amount 
from the Columbia River valley, all 
of which enters into domestic consump- 
tion, though it does not appear in the 
receipts at the principal markets. It 
was not necessary last year to include 
in the 20,000,000 crop the upwards of a 
half million bushels raised in the dis- 
tricts above mentioned, nor does it 
seem necessary to do so this year. The

only point we wish to make is that 
there is a sufficient volume of seed of 
which no account is taken to consider- 
ably more than offset the duplications 
at Duluth. To avoid duplication, the 
total shipments at Minneapolis should 
be deducted from the receipts, not that 
these shipments are all duplicated at 
Duluth and Chicago, but because the 
larger part of them are, and it is, 
therefore, a conservative plan to fol- 
low. The only other duplications to 
be guarded against are the late ship- 
ments from Duluth to Chicago, which 
means the total Chicago receipts by 
lake, which are easily arrived at, and 
the bringing back of flax from the sea- 
board or abroad, which is only likely 
to occur under extraordinary circum- 
stances and can easily be kept track of. 
The weekly in-store sheet shows no im- 
portant changes. The report:—

The amount of seed available for im- 
mediate consumption has an important 
hearing on the present markets, but 
based as it is on the stocks in private 
store, it is a difficult problem to satis- 
factorily solve. When one deducts the 
shipments from the receipts and from 
the remainder subtracts the amount in 
public store, the figures arrived at rep- 
resent not alone the stocks in private 
elevators, but also that which has been 
received direct at local mills. Now a 
part of the receipts at local mills are 
made up from the regular shipments 
from the city in which the mills are 
located, but just what proportion of the 
regular shipments are so used is un- 
known, Thus the nearest approach to 
the amount in private store will be the 
minimum amount so held. To ascer- 
tain what these minimum stocks may 
be, the shipments are deducted from 
the receipts, showing the excess of re- 
ceipts. From these figures are taken 
the amount consumed by local mills, 
and the remainder is the available sup- 
ply. The difference between the public 
stocks and available supply will rep- 
resent the minimum of unconsumed 
seed held by private elevators and at 
local mills. The following table, cover- 
ing the period of Aug. 1 to Nov, 24, is 
submitted :—

In the matter of estimating the con- 
sumption by mills local to Chicago and 
Minneapolis, it would be manifestly 
improper to go into detail. If the 
reader finds fault with the totals given 
he has the right to alter the figures to 
suit his own views. It is well to repeat 
that of the amounts so consumed, more 
or less has been supplied by the regu- 
lar shipments in the second line of the 
above table. Consequently the last line 
represents the minimum of private 
stocks, to which should be added the 
amounts represented by local ship- 
ments. Even at the minimum figures 
the three markets have over 2,000,000 
bushels unused flax available for con- 
sumption. That the mills have been 
fairly well supplied by the direct ship- 
ments is evidenced by the lack of de- 
sire on the part of crushers to come 
into the market at the present time. 
With their supplies from direct ship- 
ments, their current daily receipts, and 
an extra 2,000,000 to draw on there is 
evinced no anxiety regarding crushing 
supplies. The absence of the crusher 
from the market does not indicate that 
he has any fear of shortage in seed sup- 
plies, and so long as the crusher keeps 
cool there is no cause for alarm on the 
part of the oil buyer as to scarcity of 
oil product. The lack of demand for 
seed is of itself a good indication that 
the hysterical alarmist with his low 
crop estimate is not taken seriously. 
Had crushers a belief in a small crop, 
say one of 15,000,000 bushels, there 
would be one of the most active scram- 
bles ever seen for the full year’s sup- 
plies. Instead of such a scramble, seed 
buyers are letting the market alone. 
This has had the effect of giving lower 
values to seed, yet at the lower prices 
there is no anxiety shown to make 
purchases. It is a moral certainty that 
crushers have not yet supplied their 
year’s needs or arranged for such sup- 
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ply. As a matter of fact, few have an- 
ticipated their wants much beyond the 
first of the year. 

Duluth.—The flax market for the 
week was dull and uninteresting. Prices 
eased off 12c. for cash and November 
and &c. for futures on a slow and drag- 
ging market, in which no one took an 
active interest. It is presumed the re- 
cent short line is fairly out of the way, 
and lack of demand made a soft mar- 
ket. The range of prices was as fol-

Trading shows a sharp falling off. 
Receipts are improving, 524 cars for the 
week, aS compared with 422 the pre- 
vious week. At Minneapolis the re- 
verse was true, the receipts there being 
434 cars, against 690 a week ago. The 
charterings from Duluth would indi- 
cate that considerable seed was ex- 
pected to arrive from the country in 
the next two weeks. The Duluth in- 
store increased 142,606 bushels, and is 
981,932. Minneapolis has 574,745 bush- 
els, a gain of 225,075. 

LINSEED OIL.—The linseed oil mar- 
ket is in an unsettled condition, and is 
a little difficult to quote. One set of 
buyers report that prices stiffened on 
the recent temporary advance in seed 
and that crushers forgot to follow 
seed when the latter subsequently de- 
clined. Another set of oil buyers re- 
port a further decline of 2c. with offer- 
ings at 58c. The market may be called 
58@61c., according to buyer. Futures 
also are in a peculiar tangle. For 
months oil has been offered at 61c., yet 
some of the larger buyers say crush- 
ers are not offering for future delivery. 
The tendency being toward lower val- 
ues, it is not to be expected that many 
contracts for futures are being made. 
The paint grinders seem to be pretty 
well supplied for current wants, and 
new sales are therefore for small 
quantities for immediate consumption 
by others than grinders. 

LINSEED CAKE.—There has been a 
fair business passing in linseed cake at 
84@85 florins c. i. f. Rotterdam and 
Amsterdam, which is equivalent to 
about $24.50 f. 0. b. Chicago. A few 
Antwerp orders also have been exe- 
cuted on the above basis. This is the 
nominal market at present, although it 
is reported sales have been made in the 
neighborhood of $24, a decline of $1 for 
each of the last two weeks. There 
has been nothing doing worth mention 
with the United Kingdom. The trend 
of prices undoubtedly is lower, but to 
what extent they will decline is largely 
dependent upon the amount of cake 
American crushers will have to offer. 
Buyers are doing nothing in deferred 
shipments beyond February-March 
seaboard. 

CORN OIL AND CAKE.—The con- 
dition of both these corn products is 
unchanged. A very fair demand for 
corn oil continues at 6%c. a pound, 
principally for local consumption. The 
makers of corn oil cake remain out of 
th, market, and it is not quotable. 

LARD.—At the opening of the week 
there was a 10c. improvement in cash 
lard on liberal buying of December 
product by commission houses, presum- 
ably for a packer, which had the effect 
of driving in some shorts, after which 
there was a steady decline all week. 
Among the reasons for weakness were 
free cfferings of cash lard and a falling 
off in cash trade, which was notice- 
able with all packers. Then there was 
a lower hog market, and foreigners, 
particularly English concerns, were 
bearish. The exports were 25,500 
against 30,000 last year. Shipments 
were light at 24,700. 

TALLOW.—The tallow market was 
rather quiet, with a slight improve- 
ment in prime packers and city render- 
ers. Sales of edible were reported at 
6c., the market closing nominally 5%c. 
Prime packers was very scarce, with 
544c. freely bid and 5%c. generally 
asked. Prime country was not in plen- 
tiful supply and was held at 5%c., with 
5c. bid. City renderers sold at 5 1-16c. 
and was offered at 5%c. No. 2 ranged 
4%@4%c. at the close. Offerings were 
light and a good demand existed for 
all grades. There are a number of in- 
quiries from outside soapers, but, as 
usual with them, they are not anxious 
to buy at prevailing prices. 

STEARINES.—Oleo  stearine dull, 
with offerings at 7c. Rather more anx- 
iety was shown by sellers at the end 
of the week than at its commencement. 
There has been practically no business, 
and few inquiries could be learned of. 
Yellow grease stearine was offered in 
a small way at 4%c. Tallow stearine 
was nominal at 54@5%c., with none 
offered. 
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GRBPASES.—Offerings of grease con- 
tinue light. The demand is not im- 
portant, but prices remain firm. A 
white ruled steady at 4%@5c., and B 
white 44%@45¢c. Fancy bone grease sold 
at 4%c. and closed at that, with 4%c. 
bid. House grease sold at 4%c. and 
closed at 4 3-l6c. bid and 4%c. asked. A 
small lot of fancy yellow sold at 4%c. 


CLOSING TELEGRAM. 

A most interesting development has 
come to the surface in flax affairs. 
Certain large elevator concerns other 
than regular flax houses have sent men 
into the country to buy flax, presuma- 
bly for delivery on previous short sales. 
December seed during the first half of 
November ruled $1.73@1.78 to-day. This 
sending of buyers into the country 
should stimulate December receipts. 
The average of receipts is being main- 
tained. Cash seed declined %c., Decem- 
ber i%c., and May unchanged from 
above. November receipts at Chicago, 
851 cars. Last November they were 
1,150. A cargo of 108,134 bushels lake 
from Duluth. Over half November re- 
ceipts off grade, against only 7 per 
cent last November.

The Analysis of Oils. 


(From the French of M. A. Tixier in the 
Moniteur Scientifique.) 


The analysis of oils constitutes one 
of the most complex chapters in ana- 
lytical chemistry, especially for the 
chemist who has not made it a special 
study. 


Many methods have been proposed, 
but few have passed unscathed from 
the assaults of criticism. Without re- 
viewing this field, which has been done 
effectually by M. Girard in the Moni- 
teur Scientifique, I will set forth a gen- 
eral course for analysis, and point out 
some methods which do not expose the 
operator so much to the danger of dis- 
comfiture. 


The analysis of any oil includes:— 
1, The physical examination. 
2. The chemical examination. 


The first is much the most important, 
and of itself is sufficient to determine 
the purity of an oil and the nature of 
a mixture. Certain chemical reactions, 
which deserve credit, only confirm the 
conclusions of the physical examina- 
tion. 

The verification of the organoleptic 
characteristics has its importance. But 
its value depends in long experience, 
and it is scarcely useful except for 
comestible oils. Most of the lubricat- 
ing oils afford slight gratification to 
the palate. 

PHYSICAL ANALYSIS. 

The physical tests to which oils are 
subjected are:— 

1, Determination of the density. 

2. Action of polarized light. 

3. Index of refraction. 

4. Sulphuric heating. 

To these four determinations, in use 
for all oils, the solubility in alcohol is 
sometimes added, and, for mineral 
oils, the degree of fluidity and the 
flaming point. Besides these, some 
laboratories have recourse to others of 
similar nature. The point of congela- 
tion, trial with special machines, etc., 
are applicable to special purposes 
rather than to analysis, properly so 
called. 

The four tests mentioned above con- 
stitute the frame-work of the analysis 
of an oil. I will speak of each. 

Density. There is little that is new 
to be said on this subject. All methods 
are good in the hands of those accus- 
tomed to them, and the areometer and 
the hydrostatic balance are indiffer- 
ently employed, according to the quan- 
tity of oil. 

When concrete oils are ‘to be tested, 
the following method is sometimes 
adpoted. The test tube is attached to 
a balance by a wire, and the weight 
and volume of the empty apparatus 
ascertained by the loss from immer- 
sion; then the oil, warm, is allowed to 
flow in, and the weight and volume 
again determined, giving the data for 
calculation. All densities are brought 
to 15 degrees by the formula, D15=Dt 
+(t—15)0.00065, which is sufficient in 
practice. 

Rotatory Power. The determination 
of the rotatory power, which was made 
in the first instance simultaneously by 
Peter and by Bishop, is more import- 
ant than experimenters have so far 
been willing to acknowledge. This de- 
termination long employed at the 
Municipal Laboratory at St. Etienne, 
where it has always given good re- 
sults, is generally abandoned. Still, 
notwithstanding the small quantities 
submitted to test, it is as important as 
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taking the density. Its value will be 
considered further on. 

The rotatory power of oils is deter- 
mined by means of the “‘Laurent polar- 
imeter,” making use of tubes of 20 
centimeters, as Peter did, and operat- 
ing on filtered oil. The deviation is 
generally expressed in saccharimetric 
degrees. Some prefer the divisions of 
the circle (1 deg. saccharimetric= 
13'), When the oil is strongly colored, 
it does not allow of the observation. 
In this case, a sufficient quantity is 
dissolved in ether; the etherized solu- 
tion is decolored with animal black; 
then, after filtering and removing the 
ether by distillation, it is allowed to 
cool, and the oil, thus decolored, is ex- 
amined, 

It is more advantageous to employ 
a liberal quantity of ether than to be 
svaring of it. This produces a very 
fluid solution, easily decolored and 
rapidly filtered. If in too small quan- 
tity, the liquor is viscous, is not well 
decolored, and is filtered with difficulty. 

For mineral oils, the observation can- 
not be made, except by diluting the oil 
two, three or four times the volume. 
Then the figure found is multiplied two, 
three or four times. On occasion, the 
solution is decolored with the black 
before examination. 

In the case of resinous oils, which 
have a considerable rotatory power, it 
is well, if the result is desired to be 
expressed in saccharimetric degrees, 
to operate with true titrated liquors. 


A little practice will enable one to 
distinguish a deviation of 0.1 degree 
saccharimetric. 


Index of Refraction. For this deter- 
mination a Babinet goniometer is em- 
ployed, which gives 30 seconds and the 
prism of 60 degrees. 


Other instruments are suitable, not- 
ably the refractometer of M, Féry, giv- 
ing the indications by simple reading, a 
detailed description of which appeared 
in the Agenda du Chimiste of 1894. The 
inventor has exhibited to me its work- 
ing since the publication of the descrip- 
tion, and it appears to me well adapted 
for this kind of research, from the con- 
venience and rapidity of its operation. 
The figures obtained with the goniom- 
eter accord with those of M. Féry, 
except for certain animal oils. 
Numerous trials on pure oils have given 
me figures lower than his. I have also 
found variations of 0.0003 to 0.0004 per 
degree, but the determination of these 
low coefficients is trowblesome with the 
ordinary apparatus, of which the sim- 
ple cleaning of the prism lowers the 
temperature. 


The oleorefractometer of M. Ferdi- 
nand Jean, which I have used, is very 
convenient, but it has the disadvantage 
of giving empirical figures. It is true 
this can be remedied by ° existing 
tables. 

Animal oils have the feeblest indexes 
of refraction; then come, in order, 
vegetable oils, mineral oils and rosin 
oils. 

In the general table the numbers ob- 
tained are to be found, with the tem- 
perature of observation. In practice 
the indexes can be brought to 15 degs., 
making the correction of 0.00037 per de- 
gree, as specified by M. Féry, to be 
added if the temperature is above 15 
degs., and to be deducted if it below 
15 degs. 

Sulphuric Heating. This test, which 
may be chemical as well as physical, 
is highly important. The only rational 
method of conducting it is that recom- 
mended by M., Maumené. 

The elevation of temperature reached 
by an oil with sulphuric acid depends 
on the nature and concentration of the 
acid. 

Numerous determinations have con- 
vinced me that minute precautions for 
this test are superfluous. Essentially 
the same figures are obtained, what- 
ever the form of the vessel, or the 
method of agitation, by following the 
course marked out by M. Maumené. 
He has shown that the heatings of 
different oils with sulphuric acid de- 
pend on the concentration of this 
acid, but the ratios of the heat in- 
dications with each other remain con- 
stant. Therefore, if the elevation of 
temperature which a.certain oil affords 
with a certain acid be taken for unity, 
figures will be obtained comparable 
with each other, whatever the concen- 
tration of the oil. 

M. Maumené has taken the heat in- 
dication of olive oil for unity. Others 
have selected water in certain condi- 
tions. The oil is preferable, as it fur- 
nishes a unity of the same kind as the 
subject-matter of the test. 

The operation is quite simple; 50 
grams of oil are put into a test glass. 
A thermometer is plunged into it and 
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the temperature noted. Then 10 cubic 
centimeters of sulphuric acid are in- 
troduced and shaken, while observing 
the rise of the thermometer, taking care 
to keep the bulb in the middle. The 
t s 
ratio — of the heating t obtained with 
4 
that of t’, determined by a comparison 
between pure olive oil and the oil under 
treatment, gives the heat indication of 
the oil. 

Drying oils are diluted to the amount 
of their weight with mineral oil, in 
order to avoid the disengagement of 
sulphurous acid, which absorbs a great 
part of the heat; and the results are 
multiplied by two, to render them com- 
parable with those of ordinary oils. In 
this matter the analyst should guard 
against the tendency to make complex 
calculations for seeking the exact figure 
which pure oils would give; for ex- 
perience does not at all confirm the 
theory offered, and the work is trouble- 
some, the result obtained being em- 
pirical, and acquiring value only by 
comparison with what the pure oil gives 
in the same conditions. 

For these tests, boiled acid (66 deg.) 
is usually employed, which yields with 
olive oil a heat of about 40 degs. 


The four determinations that have 


been described constitute the ground- 
work of every analysis. They are 
alone sufficient to indicate the purity 
of an oil; often the nature of a mix- 
ture; and sometimes, even an approxi- 
mate estimate of each constituent. 


The objection will be raised that the 
constants of oils are not absolutely in- 
variable. Indeed, there is at times oc- 
casion to observe differences in oils 
proceeding from different sources. But 
these variations are slight, and gener- 
ally affect but one of the determina- 
tions, while the others are almost al- 
ways sufficient to dispose of the sus- 
picion of adulteration. 


It must not be lost sight of that the 
constants of an oil, regarded sepa- 
rately, may be subject to suspicion, 
but they acquire real analytical value 
when they coincide. It will never oc- 
cur to an analyst of any experience 
that an olive oil of the density of 0.915, 
and of heat indication of 1, may be 
adulterated, because it has + 0.5 of 
rotation, instead of + 0.7, the average 
and most frequent figure; whereas, a 
heat figure of 1.2 will cause him at 
once to suspect that an oil of higher 
heat sensibility has been mingled with 
the olive oil. ; 

Solubility of Oils in Alcohol.—The 
investigation of the solubility of oils in 
alcohol has not the importance of the 
four tests already mentioned, Never- 
theless, it is well to wash certain oils 
in alcohol and observe the effects. It 
once enabled me to discover in a lu- 
bricating oil a-mono-nitro-naphthaline, 
which would not have been anticipated. 
This was, however, in the slight pro- 
portion of about one per cent. 

The alcoholic treatment will serve in 
the analysis of castor oil, but so will 
the rotatory power. 

The subject of the solubility of oils 
in alcohol has not been thoroughly 
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studied. It presents, however, inter- 
esting features. 

The list which all the treatises have 
republished, relating to the solubility 
of oils, is of slight signification. It is 
rather too special, covering particular 
samples of oils experimented on. Now, 
there are not two oils, of the same na- 
ture, but proceeding from different 
sources, which, at first sight, present 
the same solubility. 

An oil consists of a fatty nucleus, 
varying but little in different oils, 
formed of a glyceric ether with acid of 
high molecular weight. With this 
nucleus, probably inodorous and in- 
sipid, and generally but slightly solu- 
ble in alcohol, are found free acids; 
extractive, coloring and aromatic sub- 
stances; essences, often quite soluble 
in alcohol, which impart to the oil its 
special organoleptic and optical char- 
acteristics. 

Thus are found acids of the alcoholic 
extracts of oils, sometimes crystallized, 
colored more or less, and possessing 
the characteristics of the oil, but 
highly exalted. 

As an example, an alcoholic solution 
of an extract of pure olive oil was of 
deep greenish yellow color, its odor 
was that of the oil, but stronger, and 
the rotation was + 6 deg. saccharime- 
tric, that of the oil being + 0.7 deg. 
The extract was quite changeable and 
grew brown rapidly from heat. 

The physical properties of the oil 
thus washed with alcohol were much 
attenuated. 

The extractive principles of an oil 
vary with the source, the mode of ex- 
traction and the age. This explains the 
slight variations of the constants and 
the greater variations in the solubili- 
ties. 

On the contrary, if the solubility of 
a natural bil is subject to great varia- 
tions, that of the oil washed thoroughly 
with alcohol; that is, of the fatty nu- 
cleus nearly pure, appears to remain 
fixed, whatever the source, and to be 
referable to a type of glyceric ether 
always identical for the same oil. 

This has led me to consider two solu- 
bilities:— 

The initial solubility. 

The final solubility. 

In my experiments I took 20 cubic 
centimeters of oils and 50 cc. of al- 
cohol of 90 deg. The whole was 
shaken in a small flask of 100 cc. from 
time to time during the day. In these 
circumstances, each agitation produced 
a persistent emulsion, which kept the 
two liquids in intimate contact. The 
alcohol was saturated thoroughly. The 
repose of the night caused a perfect 
separation. The alcohol was decanted, 
filtered, and 10 cc. were evaporated at 
100 deg. in a tared capsule. The residue 
was weighed. On the oil thus treated, 
new alcohol was poured to the extent 
of 50 cc., a new series of operations 
was pursued, and a second figure of 
solubility obtained. 

Now, the numbers obtained succes- 
sively go on diminishing, and become 
stationary. Thus, the solubility of the 
fatty body constituting the oil is ob- 
tained. 
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The following are the results with 
different oils:—

For analytical purposes, there is no 
occasion to delay much for these trials, 
which, still somewhat enlighten a dark 
point in the history of oils. Of the six 
olives specified in the above table, four 
were adulterated, though cautiously. 

But the thorough study of the al- 
coholic extracts of oils will probably 
cast a new light on the nature of these, 
and I suggest to investigators its pur- 
suit in this direction. 

CHEMICAL ANALYSIS. 

The chemical analysis of oils consists 
mostly in colored reactions, rarely wor- 
thy of credit and of troublesome man- 
agement, and in certain districts, and 
at times quantitatives, determinations 
of constituents peculiar to some oils. 

Without passing in review the whole 
series of colorations which have been 
proposed, I will notice only certain re- 
actions, which have been advantageous 
in confirming the conclusions of phy- 
sical analysis. 

Reaction of Sesame.—In a test tube, 
shake about 10 cubic centimeters of oil 
and 10 ec. of chlorhydric acid and a 
pinch of sugar. The presence of se- 
same is manifested by a red colora- 
tion which the acid takes. Some arachis 
oils communicate a light, rosy tint. 

Behrens has proposed for sesame an- 
other good reaction, which consists in 
shaking 10 cc. of oil and 10 ce. of a mix- 
ture of equal weights of sulphuric and 
white nitric acids. A deep green color- 
ing indicates the sesame. 

Reaction of the Oils of the Crucifers 
(Mustard, Colza, Cameline).—In a cap- 
sule, boil some of the oil, with soda lye 
and a piece of silver. The latter is 
blackened by the oils of the crucifers, 
which contain sulphur. 

This reaction must be somewhat dis- 
trusted, as it is also caused by certain 
lubricating oils of low quality extracted 
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with carbon sulphide, which probably 
' leaves a sulphurous residue. 

Reaction of Cottonseed Oil—In a 
balloon of 100 cubic centimeters, 5 cc. 
of oil, 25 cc. of alcohol (90 degrees), and 
5 ec. of an alcoholic solution of silver 
nitrate (1 per cent.), are introduced. 
The mixture is heated over the water 
bath. In presence of cottonseed_oil, a 
black pellicle of reduced silver appears 
on the surface of the oil. This reaction 
is not confined to cottonseed oil, and 
it is only used to confirm suspicion 
raised by physical examination; as also 
the following reaction: 

Hirschhorn Reaction.—In a test tube 
10 cc. of oil and two or three drops of 
chloroformic emulsion of gold chloride 
(1 per cent.) are heated over the water 
bath. The cotton reduces the gold, 
which produces a purple ring within 
the oil. 

Brullé Reaction.—Edible olive oil im- 
ports are agber-colored tint when 10 
ec. are heated with 1 gram of pulver- 
ized albumen and 5 ce. of nitric acid. 
The presence of a seed oil deepens the 
tint to an orange yellow. This reaction 
appears to give good results. 

Reactions of Animal Otls.—Welmans 
has proposed the following: In 5 cc. of 
chloroform dissolve 1 gram of oil or 
fat, and add 2 gr. of a solution of phos- 
phomolybdic acid with a few drops of 
nitric acid and shake. Pure animal fats 
give a clear yellow, which disappears 
with the addition of ammonia. Veg- 
etable fats reduce phosphomolybdic 
acid. With ammonia, the mixture 
takes on a green coloring, verging on 
blue.*

This reaction, excellent for animal 
oils of good quality, appears to be un- 
suitable for oils of low quality; the 
odor is bad, the products of decompos!i- 

j tion reducing the phoshomolybdic acid. 

Mineral oils and rosin oils have given 
the same reaction as vegetable oils. 

Search for Arachis Oil (Quantitative 
Analysis).—This oil, frequently em- 
ployed in adulteration, it is difficult to 
discover by physical analysis, for it 
presents remarkable variations in its 
constants, according to the source. 
But, fortunately, it is easy of detection, 
and even of quantitaive analysis, by 
the search and determination of the 
arachedic acid, which it brings with it 
into the mixture. 

The best method for the search is 
that of Renard, who has subjected it 
carefuly to proof. It is briefly as fol- 
lows: Saponify 10 grains of oil with 
alcoholic soda, separate the fatty acids 
with chlorhydric acid, dissolve them in 
50 cc. of alcohol (90 per cent.), precipl- 
tate them with an alcoholic solution of 
lead acetate (260 cc. of solution, satu- 
rated cold, suffice). Collect the lead 
salts in a filter, draw them off with 
ether, which separates the oleate, de- 
compose the insoluble soap with chlor- 
hydric acid, and subject the separate 
acids to crystallization in 50 cc. of al- 
cohol of 90 per cent. The arachidic acid 
alone crystallizes, the others remaining 
dissolved. Separate on a tarred filter;

Arachidic acid melts at 70-71 degrees. 
Its weight, multiplied by 20, is that of 
the corresponding oil. 

It is well to submit the arachidic acid 
to the correction due the solubility in 
alcohol, according to the datum: 100 
ec, of alcohol of 90 degrees dissolve 
0.045 of arachidic acid at +20 degrees 
C.; 100 cc. of alcohol of 90 degrees dis- 
solve 0.022 of arachidic acid at +15 de- 
grees C. 

MINERAL AND ROSIN OILS. 

The different mineral oils employed 
in industry may be assigned to two 
principal types, machinery oils and 
cylinder oils. 

These two names are sufficiently in- 
dicative of the use to which each type 
is applied, and the difference in their 
properties. 

Some of these oils exert quite a 
strong action on polarized light, while 
others are inactive, This fact enables 
us in many cases to recognize mineral 
oils in mixtures. 

Having been able to examine typical 
samples of several large Paris houses, I 
have ascertained that active oils are of 
Russian origin, while American oils 
exercise but feeble action. 

Search and Quantitative Analysis of 
Mineral Oils in Saponifiable Oils and 
Fats.—The introduction of a mineral 
oil in a fatty oil diminishes the density 
and sulphuric heating, and increases 
the index of refraction, and at times 
the rotatory power. 

The search for mineral oil in a mix- 
ture is quite easy by the following 
method, which is suggested by M. 
Halphen:— 

Saponify about 10 grammes of oil 
with alcoholic potash, separate the 
fatty acids by an acid, wash them with 
boiling water, and dissolve 1 cubic 
centimeter in 50 ce. of alcohol of 85 
deg. The solution, which is limpid in 
the absence of mineral oil, becomes 
opalescent when there is any present 
even in slight proportion, in conse- 
quence of the insolubility of this oil 
in alcohol of 85 deg. 

For the quantitative analysis, certain 
experimenters recommend saponifying 
the oi] and decanting the residue not 
saponified, which floats on the top of 
the soap solution. This process is de- 
cidedly wrong, in consequence of the 
solubility of oils in soaps; in trials 
made with mixtures of olive and min- 
eral oils, soapy solutions have been 
obtained scarcely lactescent in any de- 
gree, with 20 per cent. of mineral oil. 

Other methods consist in drawing off 
the soapy solutions with ether, ben- 
zine and petroleum ether. They are 
very troublesome in practice, on ac- 
count of the difficulty of decantation 
with alkaline liquors. 

The most advantageous method is 
that of Messrs. Allen & Thompson, 
which consists in saponifying 10 gr. of 
oil with alcoholic potash, dissolving the 
soap in methylic alcohol, adding 5 gr. 
of sodium carbonate, and 50 to 70 
grams of sand, drying, and extracting 
with petroleum ether. 

The sand may be replaced with dry 
sodium carbonate, the drying taking 
place immediately after the alcoholic 
saponification, without the interven- 
tion of the methylic alcohol, and the 
mass afterward drawn off by petro- 
leum ether, with the Soxhlet appara- 
tus. The evaporated ether leaves as 
a residue the mineral oil, which is 
weighed. 

The residue may be used for sep- 
wating and examining the fatty acids 

f the saponifiable oil, which possess 

he same rotatory power as the oils 
rom which they are derived, as Peter 
has demonstrated, and as I have had 
opportunity to verify. 

It must be taken into account, in a 
strict quantitative analysis, that fatty 
acids leave a non-saponifiable residue 
of about one per cent. on the average. 

In case of necessity of determining 
very small quantities of fatty acids in 
mineral oils, the following method may 
be adopted as more expeditious:— 

In a vessel of 150 cc. introduce 10 
gr. of oil, 2 gr. of potash and 20 cc. 
of alcohol of 90 deg., heat over the 
water bath, drive off the principal part 
of the alcohol by boiling, add 50 cc. 
of boiling water, shake, allow to cool, 
filter on a wet filter, and receive in a 
funnel provided with a stop-cock with 
250 ce. of ether, which, evaporated in 
a tarred vessel, leaves the fatty acids 
of saponifiable oil, representing about 
95 per cent. of this oil. 

Search for Rosin Oil.—Rosin oil in 
fatty and mineral oils may almost 
always be detected by rotatory power, 
I say almost always for oils are met 
with that are strongly positive, and 
one not less decidedly negative. A 


Prepare an inactive mixture, in order 
to throw the analyst off the track; but 
for saponifiable oils, the index of re- 
fraction, which will be increased, will 
Surely detect the fraud. 

Among the different chemical reac- 
tions which have been proposed for the 
search of rosin oil, there is one to be 
particularly commended for having 
given remarkable results in its sensi- 
tiveness. This is the action of sul- 
Phuric acid of the density of 1.63 (56 
deg. Bé). A very clear reaction is ob- 
tained on mixtures of olive oil, and 
of mineral oil, containing 1 per cent. 
of rosin oil. “

The best method for effecting the re- 
action of the sulphuric acid is the 
following:— 

Shake 20 cc. of oil in 20 cc. of al- 
cohol of 90 deg., decant the alcohol, 
evaporate in a shallow porcelain cap- 
sule, let four or five drops of sulphuric 
acid of 1.63 density fall on the residue 
without shaking or emulsionizing. 
When the oil under test contains rosin 
oil, the acid receives a clear rose color, 
while it remains unchanged in color 
with mineral oil, and grows slightly 
brown with vegetable oil. 

The reaction is very sensitive on oil 
not treated with alcohol. 

Other Chemical Methods.—Various 
chemists have proposed interesting 
and effective methods, such as the de- 
terminations of iodine absorption, the 
Koettstorfer indications, of acetyle, 
bromine-soda, etc., of which I shall not 
now speak. Some of them are in the 
early experimental stage; and, in gen- 
eral, the physical tests I have de- 
scribed are sufficient without having 
recourse to them. 
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The Detection of Methyl Alcohol 
in Mixtures, 
BY 6. P. MULLIKEN AND HEYWARD 
SCUDDER. 


In a recent article by E. Jandrier it 
is stated that a test for methyl alcohol 
described by us in an earlier number of 
this journal, and based on the oxidation 
of the alcohol to formic aldehyde, fol- 
lowed by condensation of the latter to 
a colored derivative of resorcine, is un- 
reliable, because it is also given by 
acrlein, and is interered with by the 
presence of furfurol. To remedy these 
defects in our method Jandrier recom- 
mends that gallic acid be employed in- 
stead of resorcine as the reagent for 
formic aldehyde, he having found in an 
earlier investigation that the color re- 
action obtained by the use of gallic acid 
is much more delicate and less likely to 
be obscured by colorations occasioned 
by the simultaneous presence of other 
aldehydes. 

A careful examination by the authors 
of this modification of their test soon 
proved that its use for the purpose pro- 
posed is entirely inadmissible, and this 
despite the fact that gallic acid is ac- 
tually, as claimed, a better reagent for 
the detection of formic aldehyde than 
is resorcine! The explanation of this 
paradox will be made apparent by a 
consideration of certain facts that have 
lately come to our knowledge while 
studying the partial oxidation by hot 
copper oxide of a considerable number 
of organic compounds. 

The means chosen for oxidizing 
methyl alcohol to formic aldehyde de- 
tailed in our first paper, was the very 
simple one of plunging a short, closely- 
wound spiral of light copper wire, pre- 
viously heated to redness and superfi- 
cially oxidized, into the solution to be 
tested. Special emphasis was placed on 
the condition that “a concentrated 
spirit should always be diluted with at 
least three or four volumes of water be- 
fore oxidation.” It was also particular- 
ly noted that 1 drop of 0.5 per cent. re- 
sorcine solution was the quantity of re- 
agent that should be added for every 
3 ce. of all solutions originally contain- 
ing more than 0.1 per cent. of methyl 
alcohol. These minute specifications 
were necessary, partly because it had 
been found that absolute ehtyl alcohol, 
when directly oxidized without previous 
dilution, would, if afterwards largely 
diluted with water, give a very faint 
color reaction resembling that caused 
by formic aldehyde. This color was, 
however, noticed only when the weight 
of resorcine added to a given volume 





























made 
hours, instead of within a few min- 
utes, as usually happened with solu- 
tions that really contained methyl] al- 
cohol. The conditions necessary for 
the production of this color from ethyl 
alcohol were so unusual, its intensity 
was so slight, and its cause so obscure, 
that no account of it was included in 
our first paper. A more suggestive ob- 
servation was made by us at the same 
time with reference to the use of case- 
ine, of which we wrote: “Caseine is not 
a suitable reagent for methyl alcohol 
tests, because the oxidation-products 
of ethyl alcohol yield with it the same 
blue color as formic aldehyde; though, 
singularly enough, solutions of pure 
acetaldehyde do not give this result.” 

After the gallic acid reaction for for- 
mic aldehyde had been brought to our 
attention, we endeavored to verify the 
advantages claimed for it in the de- 
tection of methyl alcohol. For our pur- 
pose it was found best to employ the 
reagent very neary in the manner rec- 
ommended by Istrati: 0.2 cc. of a sat- 
urated solution of gallic acid in pure 
ethyl alcohol was mixed with a few 
drops of the oxidized alcoholic solution 
to be tested, diluted to 2 cc., and the 
mixture carefully run down the side of 
an inclined test tube containing a few 
cubic centimeters of concentrated sul- 
phuric acid, At the line of contact be- 
tween the two liquids a yellow zone, al- 
most immediatelv turning green, makes 
its appearance, if the solution contains 
formic aldehyde. Above and below the 
green zone, blue rings then rapidly de- 
velop. If other substances which give 
color reactions are also present, the 
upper layer will vary in color, but the 
green and the lower blue ring will still 
appear beneath. The colors are pure 
and characteristic, and are not ob- 
scured by the presence of other alde- 
hydes. Having familiarized ourselves 
with these phenomena, it was with con- 
siderable surprise that we found the 
oxidation products obtained in the 
usual way from the purest procurable 
ethyl, propyl, isopropyl, secondary bu- 
tyl, tertiary butyl and normal buty] al- 
cohols, ethylene glycol, glycerin, acet- 
aldehyde, paraldehyde, ethyl ether, 
acetone, pinacone and acetic acid, all 
gave distinct green and blue rings with 
gallic acid. 

The total failure of the gallic acid 
test to distinguish the substances enu- 
merated from methyl alcohol, as well 
as the anomalous results noted in our 
earlier experiments with the oxidation 
products from concentrated ethyl alco- 
hol when tested with a trace of resor- 
cine or with caseine, are susceptible of 
only two simple explanations. Either 
all the apparently pure compounds oxi- 
dized must have contained methyl al- 


its appearance after several | may give traces of formic aldehyde 


upon oxidation with copper oxide 
is a very much longer one than 
has ‘hitherto been suspected. The 
hypothesis that methyl alcohol in small 
quantities may be formed along with 
ethyl alcohol in alcoholic fermenta- 
tions is perhaps not unworthy of a 
more thorough investigation than it 
has received. Trillat claims to have 
detected traces of it in some genuine 
brandies. But it is, nevertheless, 
highly improbable that all the cases 
which have been noted by us in which 
formic aldehyde reactions were ob- 
tained from the oxidation-products of 
the many presumably pure substances 
taken for our experiments can be ex- 
plained in this way, and we inclined 
strongly, from the first, to the accept- 
ance of the second explanation, the 
probability of which has since become 
a certainty in consequence of a sup- 
plementary quantitative investigation 
conducted by one of the authors with 
the assistance of Messrs. Brown and 
French, an account of which will fol- 
low later in this Journal. 

The logical justification for adhering 
to the use of resorcine in the test for 
methyl alcohol lies, then, in the pre- 
sumption that no common organic com- 
pound that could occur in such solu- 
tions as are provided for by the method 
(with the exception of methyl esters or 
ethers) will furnish enough formic al- 
dehyde, or other substance, exhibiting 
a similar behavior, when treated with 
due regard to the detailed directions 
to give a rose-red ring and flocks, This 
presumption is a_ sufficiently well- 
founded one, when all the precautions 
that will be given further on in this 
paper are observed. The gullic acid 
and caseine tests, on the contrary, 
must be rejected, because they are so 
delicate that formic aldehyde may be 
detected by their use in nearly any or- 
ganic solution that has been partially 
oxidized by means of a copper spiral. 

Since the publication of our first 
paper we have had occasion to apply 
the resorcine test for methyl alcohol 
to a great variety of mixtures, and as 
a consequence of the fuller knowledge 
of the imperfections of the method 
thus gained, we are now in a Position 
to suggest certain improvements in the 
original procedure, which, we believe, 
will considerably augment its practical 
usefulness, Analysts are, as a rule, 
too prone to ignore the fact, that the 
absolute identification of any compound 
by the use of some single specific re- 
action is an unattainable end when 
really unknown mixtures are dealt 
with. Specific qualitative tests are of 
great value when judiciously employed; 
but each new mixture must be con-

sidering the season. Manufacturers 
maintain their quotations and with the 
exception of one or two holders second 
hands are sold out.

The market for concentrated lemon juice and 
citrate of lime is higher, and for prompt par- 
cels £17 10s., cost and freight New York, has 
been paid. The advance in the price of prompt 
goods has influenced quotations for new crop, 
tor which £17 5s., cost and freight, is nominal- 
ly quoted. Foreign consumers refuse to pay 
this high price, but local manufacturers do 
not seem disposed to book orders at lower 
limits, and no business is passing, although 
during past years many hundred pipes have 
been sold in this seayon for delivery Decem- 
ber-April. 

It is many years since prices of new crop 
have been so high at the starting of a new 
season, and it is not easy to say at what 
yrices new crop contracts will be booked. 

ACID SALICYLIC.—There is a re- 
port that the combination in Germany 
is to be dissolved on Jan. 1. If such 
is the case there will naturally be con- 
siderable cutting of prices, as each 
manufacturer will try to secure all the 
business he can. Whether that will 
affect prices in this market remains to 
be seen, but the general opinion is 
that it will not, as American manufac- 
turers are now underselling the agents 
for the imported. Imported is quoted 
at 45c., while American is readily ob- 
tainable at 40c. Demand at present is 
of a small jobbing order. 

BEESWAX.—There is a fair demand 
for yellow wax, and prices are steady 
at 27c. for ordinary, and 29@30c. for se- 
lected. There is a good demand for 
white and prices are strong, the bleach- 
ing season being over and spring trade 
in prospect.

Saturday Evening, ‘Dec, 1, 1900. 
There has been a slight lull in the 
market uring the week, but chemicals 
remain strong under limited stocks for 
prompt delivery, especially 
and caustic soda. For forward delivery 
of both there is a good demand, and 
considerable business has been done 
over 1901 at hardening prices. The 
price fixed for bleach contracts for next 
year show quite an advance over this 
year’s prices. For all this a large busi- 
ness has been done. Nitrate of soda is 
easier on the spot, while brimstone is 
a shade firmer for arrival. Chlorate 
of potash is quiet, but steady, pending 
the announcement of next year’s 
values. Copperas, owing to sharp 
competition, is very irregular, and 
prices change almost every day. Cream 
of tartar and tartaric acid are both 
very much unsettled, owing to free 
offerings by outside holders. The 
other light chemicals show few 
changes, as detailed below:- 
Heavy Chemicals. 


ALKALI.—There has been a large in- 
crease in contract deliveries the past 
month of all grades of domestic high 
test, consequently the stocks in mak- 
ers’ hands are very much reduced, all 
of which makes them indifferent about 
selling for prompt delivery. There 
have been, however, several car lots 
taken up for prompt at 75@80c. f. o. b. 
works, as to make and seller, For for- 
ward delivery over next fire there has 
been a good demand, and sales have 
been made of several round lots at 75c. 
f. o. b. works. In this sction there has 
been an improvement in the jobbing 
demand, and sales are being made 
around 80@85c., as to make and seller. 

BICARB. SODA.—Trade has _ been 
rather slow, as usual near the close of 
the year, especially for round lots. 
There is, however, a good home de- 
mand for ordinary at 11-16@l%c., and 
for extra grades at 34%@3téc., f. o. b., 
less the usual discount terms. 


CAUSTIC SODA.—The spot market 
for domestic high test, while not active, 
owing to light available stocks in mak- 
ers’ hands for prornpt delivery, caused 
by a large increase in contract deliv- 
eries, not only to the soap trade, which 
has been active, but to other consum- 
ing channels. There have been several 
sales of high test at 1.85c.,.f. o. b. 
works, for December, but the bulk of 
the business has been for 1901 delivery, 
of which large sales are reported at 
1.80c., f. o, b. works. Powdered is still 
more or less unsettled, and prices vary 
according to test, make and seller, at 
2% @3\%c., f. o. b., less the usual dis- 
count terms. 

SAL, SODA.—As usual at this period

MONOHYDRATE CRYSTALS .— 
Trade the past week has been rather 
quiet, but during the early part of the 
month it was very active. Prices re- 
main steady at 1%@1%c. and upward. 
“Snowflake” at 1%c. f. 0. b. works, less 
the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Ags _inti- 
mated, the price for next year’s con- 
tracts were announced during the week 
at 1.90¢. for Continental, and for Liver- 
pool makes at 2@2.10c., according to 
Somalis and terms of sale. Already a 
large business has been-done at these 
prices, which are considerably above 
those for the year. The spot market 
is rather quiet, and may be quoted at 
1.80@1.90c., as to brand, quantity and 
seller. 

Acids, 

ACETIC.—It is reported that a meet- 
ing of the various makers will be held 
early next week to discuss matters in- 
cidental to the trade. There has been 
a good demand for spot goods, in ad- 
dition to regular contract deliveries, at 
1%c. and upward, as to quantity and 
delivery point. 

MURIATIC.—Contract deliveries the 
past month show a decided increase 
over the previous one. Stocks, in con- 
sequence, are lower in makers’ hands 
than they have been for some months 
past. Prices remain at 1.20c. and up- 
ward, as to strength and delivery point, 
for this and next year’s delivery. 

OXALIC.—Only .a small jobbing de- 
mand for spot and nearby arrival at 
5%@6c., as to make and seller. For 
next year’s contracts they are quoting 
5%c. for German and 6c. for English, 
but this is above buyers’ views. 

TARTARIC.—A further reduction in 
prices is noted, which for the moment 
may be quoted nominal at 29%@30c. for 
crystals and 30@30%4c. for powdered, 
with usual terms of sale. The demand, 
in consequence of these reductions, is 
light, and comprises the daily require- 
ments. 

SULPHURIC.—Makers all report a 
large increase in contract deliveries for 
the past month. In some instances 
makers have been obliged to purchase 
stocks from other makers to meet their 
increased demands, but have found it 
impossible to buy except a limited 
quantity. The intimations are that 
prices for next year for 66 deg. will sell 
at current figures of 1.20c., as to point 
of delivery.

hands. There are intimations that 
prices may be advanced, but for the 
present we quote 1.05@1.10c. for brown 
and 1.55@1.60c. for gray, as to quantity 
and delivery point. 

ALUM.—A good business is reported 
for next year at current prices, which 
are likely to prevail for some time to 
come at 1.75@1.80c. for lump and 1.85 
@1.90c. for ground, as to quantity and 
point of delivery. Deliveries the past 
month, while not as large as last year, 
were in excess of October. 

ARSENIC.—The market for spot 
stocks, which are not overabundant, is 
a shade firmer at 4%@4%c., as to brand 
and seller. For arrival 4c. is named, 
but buyers are not bidding over 4%c. 
for round lots. Red is easier at 74@ 
7%c., as to seller and quality. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—No change in the 
situation. Exporters are still in the 
market, but makers having light stocks 
are not seeking this outlet at the mo- 
ment.

Ammoniates, Potashes, Etc. 
The market early in the week was a

done with the South for November and 
December at a_ slight concession in 
prices, but later on the market recov- 
ered somewhat.

The Detection of Methyl Alcohol 
in Mix‘ures. 


(Continued from page 32.) 
sidered by itself, and whenever there 
is reason to suspect the presence of 
substances which may interfere with 
the test selected, means for their re- 
moval must first be devised. The list 
of compounds whose presence may 
mask the color reactions given by 
phenols with formic aldehyde is a long 
one, and includes bodies which are 
likely to be met with in such impor- 
tant mixtures as the commercial tinc- 
tures, extracts, varnishes, alcoholic 
beverages, and_ solvents. While it 
would be feasible to formulate quite 
definite rules of procedure for the de- 
tection of methyl] alcohol in any limited 
group of mixtures, it will be more 
profitable here to make certain general 
suggestions that will be of service in 
the solution of a variety of special 
problems. 

The following precautions should al- 
ways be observed:— 

(a) Use for the test only that part 
of any mixture that can be completely 
distilled at a temperature between 50 
degrees and 100 degrees, and which, 
after distillation, gives a clear color- 
less solution when shaken with two or 
three volumes of water. 

(b) Make a blank experiment, before 
oxidation with the copper spiral, by 
pouring 2 cc. of a clear aqueous solu- 
tion of the distillate of proper boiling- 
point, to which 1 drop of 0.5 per cent. 
resorcine solution has been added, so 
as to form a layer upon concentrated 
sulphuric acid in a test-tube. If a pre- 
cipitate or a colored ring make its ap- 
pearance, the solution requires further 
preliminary treatment. 

(c) Do not test without preliminary 
treatment any solution that is known 
or suspected to contain phenols, alka- 
loids, or organic bases. 

The reasons for these precautions are 
obvious. Many organic compounds 
give colorations with sulphuric acid 
alone; others, including nearly all al- 
dehydes and many bases, condense 
easily with resorcine under the con- 
ditions of the test to insoluble or in- 
tensely colored products. Other phe- 
nols besides resorcine, and many bases, 
will, if present, react with any formic 
aldehyde that may arise by oxidation 
with the wire, and thus prevent or ob- 
scure the appearance of the character- 
istic rose-red ring. 

Methyl alcohol may be separated 
easily from most coloring-matters, 
oils, resins, sugars, glycerine, and 
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glycols, by a simple _ distillation; 
from phenols and acids by distillation 
from an aqueous solution containing 
caustic alkali; from bases by distilla- 
tion from aqueous solutions strongly 
acidified with a dilute mineral acid. 
When small quantities of methyl al- 
cohol are extracted from insoluble or- 
ganic mixtures by shaking out with 
water, it is to be remembered that the 
methyl alcohol will tend to concentrate 
in the first part of the aqueous distil- 
lates obtained from such solutions, and 
that various aldehydes, phenols, and 
bases may pass over with it on account 
of their volatility with steam, and will 
have to be removed afterwards. 

When the preliminary blank experi- 
ment (b) gives a coloration or precipi- 
tate, and the solution gives aldehdyic 
reactions with ammoniacal silver ni- 
trate and with Schiff’s rosaniline-alde- 
hyde reagent, take 12 cc. of the alco- 
holic dstillate, which, if concentrated, 
must first have been diluted so as to 
contain at least 75 per cent. of water; 
place in a small firmly stoppered bottle 
with 3 grams of resorcine and 1 cc. 
strong sulphuric acid, and heat for two 
hours in a water-bath at 70-80 degrees. 
Cool, dilute the solution to 50 cc. with 
water, distill off 5 cc., and test the dis- 
tillate for methyl alcohol in the usual 
manner. Large quantities of aldehydes 
may be held back by resorcine in this 
way, though, when the mixture consists 
mainly of aldehyde, more resorcine 
and longer heating will be required. An 
analogous method for accomplishing 
this same result, which employs aniline 
and phosphoric acid instead of resor- 
cine and sulphuric acid, was proposed 
by Allen and Chattaway for use in the 
analysis of whiskies. We have used 
both these methods with success upon 
mixtures containing as high as 50 per 
cent. of furfurol and other aldehydes, 
thus meeting the chief objection which 
Jandrier has raised against our pro- 
cedure. 

A more difficult, but practically far 
more important, problem than that of 
removing aldehydes from the original 
mixtures had to be faced when we 
sought to discover some simple means 
for taking away the acetaldehyde which 
is always formed together with formic 
aldehyde when mixtures containing 
both ethyl and methyl alcohols are oxi- 
dized. The most that could be previ- 
ously claimed for the test with resor- 
cine in such mixtures was that “One 
part of methyl alcohol may be detected 
without great difficulty in the presence 
of five parts of ethyl alcohol.’”’ A simple 
and fairly satisfactory way out of this 
difficulty was, however, found. 


Acetaldehyde is easily and completely 
expelled from aqueous solutions by per- 
sistent boiling n a vessel provided with 
some condensing arrangement that will 
prevent too rapid loss of water vapor. 
Dilute solutions of formic aldehyde, on 
the contrary, lose their aldehyde very 
slowly under this treatment, it being 
firmly held, partly in a polymerized 
condition, by the hot water. Such so- 
lutions will, however, lose all their for- 
mic aldehyde when the distillAtion is 
rapid and is pushed too far. The im- 
proved test for methyl alcohol now to 
be described takes advantage of these 
facts, and as the procedure not only re- 
moves acetaldehyde, but also traces of 
many other higher boiling substances 
that exert an injurious influence on the 
final color reaction, its employment is 
generally to be preferred to the some- 
what simpler method earlier described 
by us. 

When entirely unknown mixtures are 
under examination they must, of 
course, always receive in addition 
suitable preliminary treatment, though 
it has been found that a previous di- 
gestion with resorcine and acid for the 
removal of aldehydes will seldom be 
required when these substances are not 
present in larger quantities than are 
usually found in the distillates from 
fermented and distilled liquors. 

Unless the mixture to be examined, 
after receiving whatever preliminary 
treatment may have been found neces- 
sary, already contains much water, di- 
lute 2 cc. with water until it measures 
6 cc. Treat with the oxidized copper 
spiral as elsewhere described, six 
times, cooling the tube with running 
water after the treatment. Next fit 
the test-tube, which should have a 
length of 6-7 inches, with a doubly per- 
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forated rubber stopper. One perfora- 
tion of the stopper is to be fitted with 
a piece of glass tubing drawn out to a 
very fine capillary whose end is forced 


; down so as nearly to touch the bottom 


of the tube. Let the wide end of the 
tube, on which the capillary has been 
drawn, project an inch above the stop- 
per, and attach to the projecting end 
a bit of rubber connector’ which 
can be closed by a small screw clamp. 
Fit the second perforation of the stop- 
per with a bit of glass tubing which is 
placed in connection with a good water 
suction-pump capable of giving a vac- 
uum of about 20 mm. Support the 
test-tube by a clamp, so that it will be 
two-thirds immersed in water in a 
beaker maintained at 25-30 deg. Par- 
tially close the screw clamp and ap- 
ply gentle suction for a few moments 
so as thoroughly to saturate the liquid 
with air. Then screw the clamp 
tight and apply suction with the full 
power of the pump. A rapid stream of 
gas bubbles, at first principally air, 
but later consisting of acetaidehyde, 
alcohol, and water vapor, will rise 
from the fine capillary point, the liquid 
boiling under the diminished pressure. 
Continue this distillation in vacuo un- 
til just one-half of the liquid has evap- 
orated. This requires about ten min- 
utes. By judiciously regulating the 
action of the pump, and in some cases 
admitting a very little air through the 
capillary, the boiling, though accom- 
panied by some frothing, is easily con- 
trolled, and bumping prevented.* Next 
add 1 drop of a solution containing 1 
part of resorcine in 200 parts of water 
to the residual solution, and pour it 
cautiously into a second tube held in 
an inclined position in such a way 
that the two liquids shall not mix. 
Allow it to stand three minutes; then, 
holding the tube by its upper end, 
sway it slowly from side to side in 
such a manner as to produce a very 
gentle rotary motion between the two 
layers. ‘This operation must be per- 
sisted in if necessary, for a minute or 
more, using a piece of white paper for 
a background; but must be conducted 
so gently that only a very gradual and 
partial mixing of the water and acid 
shall be caused. Nearly half of the 
acid should remain as a distinct un- 
mixed layer at the end. When methyl 
alcohol is present, the shaking causes 
the separation of more or less volum- 
inous flocks of a very characteristic 
rose-red color. The appearance of col- 
ored zones or flocks of other hues, even 
when tinged with red, or of a rose- 
red solution without the flocks, should 
never be considered proof of the pres- 
ence of methyl alcohol. However, if 
the flocks are reddish-brown, or if the 
upper layer has a pronounced red 
color, it is often well to repeat the 
test. Too hasty or careless mixing of 
the aqueous and acid layers spoils the 
reaction, which will also fail or give 
unsatisfactory results if the evapora- 
tion in vacuo is too long continued, or 
if it is stopped before the complete 
removal of all acetaldehyde. 

The delicacy of the test as here de- 
scribed is sufficient to permit the de- 
tection of 1 part of methyl alcohol in 


* An experienced operator may often obtain 
equally satisfactory results by simply boiling 
down the oxidized aqueous solution in an open 
test-tube until the moment when the odor of 
acetaldehyde disappears. The method of boil- 
ing down in vacuo is, however, in general, 
much more reliable.

2,000 parts of the solution as prepared 
for oxidation. If, in a solution of mod- 
erate concentration, the proportion of 
ethyl to methyl alcohol does not ex- 
ceed 100 parts to 3, entirely satisfactory 
tests for the latter are obtained with- 
out difficulty. When the ratio be- 
tween the alcohols is 100: 2, the test 
is occasionally successful, but cannot 
be depended upon. 

Besides methyl alcohol, the only sub- 
stances which are known to give the 
same reaction with the improved re- 
sorcine test are the methyl esters and 
ethers (including methylal), and sec- 
ondary and butyl alcohols (compounds 
which are rarely met with except in 
quantities too small to be readily de- 
tected). Acetone and dimethylethyl 
carbinol give red rings at first, but on 
shaking, the aqueous layer becomes 
red-brown without yielding the rose- 
colored flocks. 

As compared with other qualitative 
tests for methyl aiconol known at the 
time of writing, the one just presented 
is without question the simplest, the 
most rapid, and the most convenient. 
Its delicacy, while not great, is suf- 
ficient for most practical purposes, and 
its most serious imperfections are so 
well defined as to be rendered com- 
paratively harmless.—Am. Chemical 
Journal.

Saturday Evening, Dec. 1, 1900. 


The past week, broken by the holi- 
day, was quiet and devoid of any 
special feature. As the fall season 
draws to a close and the quiet month 
of December is entered upon, the retro- 
spective view of the situation is gen- 
erally satisfactory. The volume of 
business has been good and with the 
exception of a break in yellow prus- 
siate of potash, prices have been well 
maintained in accordance with fluctu- 
ations in cost of raw materials. Steadi- 
ness has been a pronounced feature and 
even in gambier there has been com- 
paratively little change for some time, 
though the market looks unusually 
strong. Tin solutions have eased off 
and tin crystals dropped a little, but 
otherwise conditious during the past 
week are unaltered. 


ALBUMEN.—The situation remains 
without change, though as the season 
advances there is rather less demand, 
but enough doing in a jobbing way to 
keep the market fairly steady at cur- 
rent prices, Consumers are not heavily 
supplied with either egg or blood al- 
bumen, but show no.inclination to an- 
ticipate their wants. They are buying 
merely in a jobbing way. Egg albumen 
abroad is scarce, as previously re- 
ported, but sufficient for current needs. 
Prices this week were wnchanged from 
previous quotations of 54@56c. for egg 
and 164%@19c. for blood. 

ANILINE OIL.—A fairly steady mar- 
ket may be reported without any par- 
ticular feature beyond a firmness that 
has existed for some time. Prices are, 
however, unchanged from the basis of 
former quotations and steady at 10@ 
10%c. 

ANILINE SALTS.—The situation re- 
mains very much as previously re- 
ported and the market continues firm, 
with rather an upward tendency, 
though as yet we note no quotable 
change. Spot business is inclined to be 
quiet, but there is good inquiry for 
shipment. Prime white quality is 
quoted 9@9\c. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—Demand 
continues steady without any undue 
rush, and the market is undisturbed by 
any unusual influence. The decline in 
tin eased the situation some time ago 
when we reported slightly lower prices. 
Since then values have remained unal- 
tered from the basis of 94%@llc. for 50 
degs. and 11%@l13c. for 60 degs. 

BICHROMATES.—The market con- 
tinues in the same steady way. The 
volume of business doing during the 
week in both potash and soda was 
hardly up to the aggregate of previous 
week’s sales, but there was at least suf- 
ficient inquiry and smaller business 
done to give encouragement, and the 
outlook promises well. No change has 
been made in current quotations, which 
we repeat: Domestic potash, 84@8%c.; 
Scotch, 8% @9c.; soda, 6%c. 

CUTCH.—Conditions are unimproved 
and but little can be said of the mar- 
ket, which remains in the same dull, 
uninteresting way, with no feature wor- 
thy of report, Notwithstanding the 
smallness of demand, prices are kept 
steady at a basis of 54%@6c. for mat 
cutch. 

DEX TRINE.—The situation so far as 
imported and domestic dextrine is con- 
cerned remains much as previously re- 
ported. Demand is rather slow, as buy- 
ers object to prices, which have ruled 
high for some time past. There seems 
little chance, however, of any material 
decline from the basis of present values, 
Corn dextrine, too, has been affected 
by the late stiff advance in the grain 
and manufacturers have been obliged 
to make corresponding advances in 
corn dextrine, which is now quoted at

| eral absence of life to the market for 
some time, and, while some of the larg- 
er holders are asking somewhat higher 
prices, the general trend of the market 
is weak and easy, with light receipts 
and little demand. Spot quotations are 
without change from the figures of the 
previous week of $47@50 per ton, 
though some special lots are reported 
to have been sold as low as $40. 

FUSTIC.—The market continues in 
the same quiet way and attracts but 
little attention. Prices, however, are 
well maintained within a range of 
$16@22 per ton. 

GAMBIER.—A fair amount of gam- 
bier has recently been sent into con- 
sumption. It was thought when the 
month opened that deliveries upon con- 
sumers’ account would not exceed 5,000 
or 6,000 bales, whereas a fair estimate 
at the time of writing places the quan- 
tity at from 8,000 to 10,000 bales. The 
past week, on the whole, however, was 
quiet so far as consumers needs were 
concerned, though some business was 
done on speculative account. So far 
prices for the various positions are 
without material change, thought 
everything continues to point to a 
hardening of values and nothing comes 
to light to weaken our previous re- 
ports of higher figures later on. There 
has recently been sold between 200 and 
300 tons on steamers afloat at 
from $3.92@3.95, November-January and 
December-February shipments and a 
portion at private terms. The Glen 
Esk, which brought some 225 tons, has 
now but about 75 tons unsold. Gam- 
bier on this boat and upon the Afridi 
has been held at 4.05c., with 4c. bid. 
The Rose Innes, the next sailer to leave 
Singapore with gambier for this port, is 
not expected to bring more than 300 
tons. Store gambier is still] quoted at 
44%4@4%c., according to quality and 
quantity. Holders are not anxious sell- 
ers. 

HYPOSULPHATE OF SODA.—There 
has been a fairly steady market for 
some time, and conditions were in no 
way altered during the past week, 
though the volume of actual business 
may have been somewhat lighter. The 
market is still firm upon the basis of 
former quotations, which we repeat as 
follows: American casks, $1.80@2; 
kegs, $1.90@2.12%. German casks, $2@ 
2.20, and kegs, $2.20@2.50. 

INDIGO.—Conditions so far as the 
spot market is concerned are as pre- 
viously reported. There is compara- 
tively nothing to offer in New York 
and but moderate stock in Boston and 
Philadelphia. As yet prices may be 
said to be nominal, though as the auc- 
tions are now on at Calcutta it is ex- 
pected that this market will soon take 
more definite shape. The result of the 
first sales showed a decline over last 
year’s prices and importers are urging 
buyers to place orders in view of the 
more favorable buying conditions. No 
heavy business has yet, however, been 
reported. 

NUTGALLS.—Quiet demand, which 
has been the natural cause of the high 
prices ruling on spot where supplies of 
blue Aleppo galls have been scarce and 
well controlled, and the nearer ap- 
proach of the new crop, have weakened 
the market. Prime blue galls for- 
merly quoted at 26@27c., are offered at 
22c., with off grades and Smyrna galls 
selling at 17c. Shipments to arrive aft- 
er the first of the year are offered at 
15c., as previously quoted. China galls 
are in the same position as previously 
quoted and quiet both for spot and for 
shipment at current quotations of 19@ 
20c. on spot and 17@19c. to arrive. There 
is no great assurance of getting the lat- 
ter. 

PRUSSIATES.—There has been a 
quiet market of late in comparison with 
the rushing business that was done 
when the reduction in spot and fu- 
ture prices was made for yellow prus- 
siate of potash. Spot stocks are not now 
nearly as heavy as formerly, and there 
is a firmer tone to the market, though 
there is no sign of any change from 
recent quotations of 15@15%c. for spot 
and ié6c. for delivery over next year. 

STARCH.—A moderately active mar- 
















































ket still continues for all grades, and 
the tendency for potato starch, if any- 
thing, is toward higher figures, though 
this week we note no quotable change. 
Cornstarch, however, has been forced 
up 5c. per 100 lbs., owing to the con- 
tinued high cost of the grain. Rice and 
wheat starch remain steady and un- 
changed. We quote as follows: Corn 
pearl, in bbls., 1.70@2.10c.; in bags, 1.60 
@1.65c.; potato, 3%@3%c.; rice, 74%@9. 
and wheat 4144@5téc. 

SUMAC.—There has been considera- 
ble inquiry for business ahead, but 
transactions have been few and small 
upon spot, owing to the high value 
placed upon the comparatively small 
holdings of No. 1 Sicily, which is firm 
and sparingly offered at $55@56. Ship- 
ments are somewhat lower, and quoted 
$50@51. Virginia is unchanged at $43@ 
50. 

TANNIC ACID.—The market con- 
tinues steady and unchanged, though 
as the season for new crop Aleppo galls 
draws near there is an easier feeling, 
and lower prices may be expected. 
Commercial acid is quoted 46@50c, 


TAPIOCA AND SAGO FLOUR.— 
Both tapioca and sago flours have been 
moving slowly and attracting but little 
attention. The market for both is 
steady. however, at 3%@4c. for tapioca 
and 3%@3.30c. for sago. 


TIN CRYSTALS.—The market con- 
tinues steady and moderately active at 
lately reduced prices, which finally fol- 
lowed the course of the raw material 
and brought the price down 2%c. We 
now quote as follows: Barrels, 22c.; 
kegs, 22%¢c., and jars, 23%4c. 

ZINC DUST.—There is no unusual 
feature to report. On the whole, the 
market is steady and about moderately 
oo at old current quotations of 7% 

8c.

“Decay of the Tyne Chemical Trade. 


The announcement in our commer- 
cial columns to-day, to the effect that 
at the end of the year the Tyneside 
works of the United Alkali Company 
will discontinue the manufacture of 
alkali, is another nail in the coffin of 
the Tyne chemical trade, says the 
Newcastle Daily Leader. It is the sec- 
ond announcement of its kind this year 
—indeed, this autumn. Only a few 
weeks ago it was decided that the 
manufacture of soda ash shall be 
stopped as soon as existing contracts 
are concluded. With the advent of the 
new year—and the new century—the 
banks of the Tyne will, therefore, no 
longer be a center for the production 
of soda ash and alkali. Owing to force

of circumstances, local makers will 
have to confine themselves to the man- 
ufacture of sulphate of soda, caustic 
soda, soda crystals, and bleaching 
powder, and of these probably in ever- 
diminishing quantities. Time brings 
many changes, and among them none 
have been so marked as the change 
which has come over the local chem- 
ical trade. With the progress of science 
new methods and new machinery have 
been introduced at home and abroad, 
and the Tyne, which was the cradle of 
the old Leblanc process, on which so 
much capital was expended, and with 
such good results for the time being, 
is now left behind in the industrial 
race. Many famous Tyneside works 
which in their day made fortunes for 
their proprietors have been dismantled, 
and are now no more. Others have 
been incorporated with the United Al- 
kali Company, whose policy seems to 
be to gradually centralize its opera- 
tions on the West Coast, where the 
more economic ammonia process has 
been generally adopted, and where, 
naturally, production can be carried on 
under more favorable conditions than 
in the old works on Tyneside. These 
are now unable to compete with the 
modern factories, and the directors of 
the United Alkali Company, by dis- 
continuing the manufacture of ash and 
alkali, have commenced a process of 
disintegration which, we fear, means 
the ultimate decay of the chemical 
trade on Tyneside. Yet it is only 
forty years since the Tyne turned out 
chemicals for the world, and had as 
great a reputation for alkali as for 
coal.
